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The Ten Commandments—aA REVIEW 








ost of the productions rolling off the Hollywood motion picture assembly 

line aren’t worth the time of either viewers or reviewers. But the subject 
matter of DeMille’s three-hour-and-thirty-nine-minute “epic,” The Ten Com- 
mandments is likely to lure both the carnal and the respectable from their 
TV sets. Some will recall the earlier effort of DeMille in his film classic The 
King of Kings, and hope to see a comparable production. They are doomed 
to disappointment. 


It’s easy to understand that The Ten Commandments cost its makers over 
$13,000,000 for there are enormous, or should we say, colossal, sets, impressive 
casts of actors, and armies of extras. And the special-effects men had a holiday 
with a bush that burned, with the rumblings and fire of Sinai, and other 
highly dramatic episodes. 


Some of the effects, designed to be awesome, succeed only in being silly. 
Take the scene in which the commandments are graven in stone by a sputter- 
ing welder’s electric torch. It is so theatrical, overdone and unconvincing. 
One does not sense the holiness of the Lord God. It is just a Hollywood trick. 


Herein lies the primary sin of this motion picture: reality is made into 
fiction, : 


Yes, there must have been experts by the score to sift out the minutiae of 
Egyptian art forms and customs. But out of the whole “faithfully reproduced 
situation,” there is nothing that is convincing; certainly not convicting. (My 
only conviction was wasting four precious hours plus the jacked-up admission 
fee.) 


The delivery of the Israelites from Egyptian bondage only represents the 
shallow contemporary concepts of the struggle for political liberty. The daubs 
of blood on the doorposts, of course, never hint at the deeper meaning of 
vicarious sacrifice. 


It is a sad comment on our day that only two publications so far have 
pointed out the hollow failure of The Ten Commandments, a theologically 
liberal, and a secular magazine—Christian Century and Time. Even the New 
York Times movie critic was carried along by the throng of favorable com- 
ment. Christian leaders have praised the film inordinately. 


Tom F. Driver, instructor in religion and drama at Union Theological Sem- 
inary, New York, pointedly says in the Century review: “The biblical style . . . 
uses concrete detail to anchor its narratives in the real world, especially the 
world of temporal history; but it always assumes this real historical world as 
its point of departure. In the biblical style, we always stand in the real world 
and look at the relation of God and man. Therefore the direction of thought 
is away from the outer, toward the inner.” 


Again Driver declares that in The Ten Commandments Jehovah is not por- 
trayed as “the God above all gods who is beyond thought and therefore must 
be apprehended through the imagination reaching out to meet his self-disclos- 
ure.” One may not agree with every single word here but the central thrust 
of Driver’s criticism is only too true. 


Some may doubt that the motion picture can be used as a medium for com- 
municating spiritual truth. This thought has been dispelled forever by the 
artistic and spiritual effectiveness of that greatest of all religious pictures, 
Martin Luther. But in The Ten Commandments the mountain of Hollywood 
has labored and brought forth a mouse.

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A Displaced Person 


How could this unlearned, unnamed maiden, uprooted 


from her home by war, help her master?

pr story of Naaman the Syrian, as recorded for us in II 
Kings 5, is well known to all readers of the Bible. But 
there is one character in that story who is seldom noticed, 
and that is the little maid who waited on Naaman’s wife. 
Yet she was the one whom the Lord actually used to start 
the train of events that led to the cleansing of the celebrated 
leper. She is referred to only twice in the whole narrative 
and is not even named. The cruel fortunes of war had sep- 
arated her from home and loved ones. Therefore, it would 
not be surprising if we were to find her indulging in self- 
pity or even plotting revenge. Instead, we find her genuinely 
interested in the welfare of the very one who was directly 
responsible for her sad plight. She was what would be called 
a displaced person today, but if she was displaced she was 
not misplaced. She was exactly where the Lord could and 
did use her to glorify Him. 

There is nothing in the story to indicate that she was 
complaining about her lot. She was not like some nowadays 
who bewail the fact that the draft has caught them, and 
that all of their plans for education, marriage, and so forth 
have been interrupted and delayed. To her this misfortune, 
as some would call it, became an opportunity to be a bless- 
ing to the very person whom she would naturally despise 
and hate. In her we may see a rare example of one who 
truly loved her neighbor as herself. As such she may well 
serve as an inspiration to those who, in a far different man- 
ner, may have been separated from home and loved ones 
because of the conditions under which we live at present. 
Thank God for those who have found, while in the service 
of their country, that they are primarily in the service of 
One who makes no mistakes in the way He deploys His

forces. More than one young person “in the service” has 
found a door of testimony opened that would never have 
been discovered but for “the fortunes of war.” 

But to be really effective in service like that, one must 
have the spiritual welfare of others at heart. Such, evidently, 
was the case with the little maid who waited on Naaman’s 
wife. One day, in the presence of her mistress, she gave ex- 
pression to the longing of her heart saying, “Would God 
my lord [that is, my master] were with the prophet that is 
in Samaria! for he would recover him of his leprosy.” That 
remark of hers, simple as it may seem, started a whole train 
of events. No time was lost in conveying the word to Naa- 
man: “One went in and told his lord, saying, Thus and 
thus said the maid that is of the land of Israel.” 

Apparently no one ever thought of inquiring into the 
possibility of such a thing or how it would be accomplished, 
and we may well wonder what the little maid would have 
said if she had been asked her reason for making such a 
statement. According to the words of our Lord Jesus there 
were many lepers in Israel in the time of Elisha the proph- 
et, but not one of them was cleansed “saving Naaman the 
Syrian” (Luke 4:27). Therefore, the littlke maid had never 
seen a leper cleansed! Where, then, did she get the assur- 
ance that the prophet that was in Samaria would cure Naa- 
man’s leprosy? Perhaps the answer to that question may be 
found in the story of Miriam, the sister of Moses. The Lord 
had smitten Miriam with leprosy because she had dared to 
speak against her brother Moses “because of the Ethiopian 
woman whom he had married” (Num. 12:1). The Lord 
came to the defense of His servant and spoke of him as one 
who was faithful in all His house and punished Miriam in 
this humbling way for presuming to speak against him. In 
answer to her brother’s prayer she was healed. 

No doubt the little maid knew that story well. Most likely, 
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she was brought up in a godly home where the Word of 
God was read and taught, and that may well have been the 
way in which she learned that what is impossible with men 
is possible with God. She must have spoken with such con- 
viction that no one thought of questioning her statement. 
What lessons we may learn from that! The train of events 
set in motion by her remark are the fruit of a living faith, 
the evidence of which is so sadly lacking in many Christians 
these days. If they do venture to speak about the Lord and 
His grace and power, they do so in an apologetic, half- 
hearted way. To such we feel like saying with Isaiah, O 
thou “that bringest good tidings, lift up thy voice with 
strength; lift it up, be not afraid” (40:9). The divine power 
inherent in the Word of God has manifested itself so won- 
derfully down the years that we need not hesitate to pro- 
claim it fearlessly and confidently and with all of the au- 
thority of the One who cannot lie. It shall not return unto 
Him void. 

Apparently, the one who transmitted the message of the 
little maid of Israel did not quote her very accurately. And 
so it happened that a letter was addressed to the king of 
Israel instead of to the prophet who was there. But even 
that was overruled to the glory of God. For, “when Elisha 
the man of God had heard that the king of Israel had rent 
his clothes” because he supposed that the king of Syria was 
seeking a quarrel against him, Elisha said, “Let him come 
now to me, and he shall know that there is a prophet in 
Israel.” Now that sounds like a lack of becoming modesty 
on the part of the prophet, but the same Spirit who guided 
the little maid in her statement, now emboldens the prophet 
to declare himself a spokesman for God. It was not through 
a king or a politician that help was to come, but through 
one who is here described also as a man of God. As such 
he could see deeper than the surface. Naaman’s leprosy was 
something more than a malignant skin disease. It was the 
result of something that proceeded from his sinful heart. 

It would appear from the cases of Miriam and Uzziah, 
two prominent lepers, that leprosy was sometimes divinely 
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inflicted as a punishment for presumptuous sin. That may 
have been the case with Naaman also. He may have been _ 
puffed up with pride because he was a “great man” who 
had won glorious victories on the field of battle. His ser- 
vants seem to have thought so for they said to him later, “If 
the prophet had bid thee do some great thing wouldest 
thou not have done it?” In any case, it was not the kind of 
trouble that the king of Israel could help. Naaman needed 
spiritual help, and that, Elisha, the man of God, was able 
to give him. 

Now when Naaman came to his door Elisha did not ap- 
pear in person to greet him. There may have been two 
reasons for that: The prophet may not have wished to call 
attention to himself. On the other hand it would be very 
humbling to the “great man” not to receive personal atten- 
tion. He certainly expected it; otherwise he would not have 
said, “Behold, I thought, he will surely come out to me.” 
But the prophet merely sent a messenger with a most hum- 
bling message: “Go and wash in Jordan seven times, and 
thy flesh shall come again to thee, and thou shalt be clean.” 
We may gather from this that he was badly emaciated, but 
if he would obey the word of the prophet his flesh would 
come again to him. Naaman, however, had other ideas. If 
cleansing is to come by washing in a river, he can name 
better rivers than the Jordan! And as he turned away in a 
rage, he probably wondered why he had ever allowed him- 
self to get into such a predicament, all because of the pious 
wish of a little maid. 

It was a good thing for him that he had servants who 
would reason with him. If the prophet had bid him do 
some great thing he would have done it. How much rather 
then when he said, “Wash and be clean!” There was nothing 
complicated about that, but it was very humbling for a 
great soldier to take orders from an insignificant prophet. 
Nevertheless, the desire to be clean won the day. “Then 
went he down, and dipped himself seven times in Jordan, 
according to the saying of the man of God: and his flesh 
came again like unto the flesh of a little child, and he was 
clean.”

In spite of reviving pagan religions, hostile Communism, and the closing 


of doors to missionary effort, production of Scriptures still goes on

Translations Secretary, The American Bible Society 


a ut we don’t want the Scriptures in our own language, 

for they make us too uncomfortable,” one Guatemalan 
Indian insisted, when asked about the translation of the 
New Testament in his own language. “We prefer to hear 
the Bible read in Spanish, for we can listen to the pretty 
words, but we don’t have to do anything.” The tragedy is 
that too many people are like this unusually frank Indian; 
for, though they often decline to admit it, the Scriptures in 
a man’s own language strike some uncomfortable blows at 
one’s spiritual self-complacency. But an even greater tragedy 
has been the centuries-old indifference of the Church to- 
ward this same problem. Despite the miracle of Pentecost, 
when the Holy Spirit showed the way by declaring the 
truth of the Good News to each man in his own language, 
the early Church soon forgot. After translating the Scrip- 
tures into several of the ancient languages, such as Syriac 
(spoken by Palestine’s northern neighbors), Gothic (the 
tongue of the fierce barbarian hordes who swarmed into 
the Greco-Roman world almost each year to plunder and 
to destroy), and Latin (the language of the Roman rulers), 
the Church soon became more concerned about protecting 
her threatened prestige and acquiring more earthly power 
than in proclaiming the eternal gospel. Translating of the 
Scriptures almost ceased during the medieval centuries, and 
even the Renaissance and the Reformation stimulated trans- 
lations in only a relative few of the more important lan- 
guages of the world. By the time the Bible Society move- 
ment began in 1804, the Word of God had been translated 
and published in only seventy-one languages! 


Extent of Bible Translations 
Despite the very slow progress during the first eighteen

hundred years of the Church’s history in giving the Scrip- 
tures to other peoples, in the nineteenth century, often 
spoken of as the missionary century, at least some part of 
the Bible was published in 490 languages. During the first 
half of the twentieth century, another 531 languages and 
dialects received something of the Word of God, so that to- 
day at least some part of the Good News has been published 
in 1092 languages, including 207 entire Bibles, and 265 
more New Testaments. Nevertheless, though these transla- 
tions represent the languages of fully 95 per cent of the 
world’s population, there are still at least another thousand 
mutually unintelligible languages and dialects that have 
nothing of the Bible. 


The Increased Momentum 

In view of passing colonialism, rising nationalism, reviv- 
ing pagan religions, a hostile Communism, and the closing 
of many doors to missionary effort, one might presume that 
the program for Bible translation and revision would ‘be 
sharply curtailed. This is by no means the case. Quite to 
the contrary, the rate of Scripture production is increasing 
to such an extent that the next twenty-five years are likely 
to see even more activity than took place during the entire 
nineteenth century. 


The Complexity of the Task 
Without having personally struggled with the problems 
of forming an alphabet for a previously unwritten language, 
of analyzing a puzzling grammar, of mastering the meanings 
of thousands of strange words, and of becoming familiar 
with hundreds of unusual beliefs and practices of a people, 
no one can possibly imagine the full extent of the difficul- 
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ties that confront a translator who is attempting to render 
the Word of God into the language of some aboriginal 
people. 

This year the entire New Testament has been published 
for the first time in the Navajo language, but this is only 
the end result of years of patient toil and dedicated scholar- 
ship. First, missionaries had to master the Navajo language, 
with all its explosive consonants, deceptive tones and 
glides, thousands of irregular verb forms, and highly elab- 
orate religious terminology. One little slip in a tone and a 
word meaning “you are” would be changed into one mean- 
ing “he is” or “she is.” Words for “face,” “nostril,” and 
“waist” are likewise only distinguished by almost imper- 
ceptible differences of tone. What is more, it is not enough 
to ask a Navajo, “What is your word for lying down?” In 
Navajo there are three such words, depending upon wheth- 
er one person lies down, two or a few lie down, or many 
people lie down. What is more, the roots of the verbs change, 
depending upon whether one is lying down, will lie down, 
completed lying down, lay down repeatedly or stays in a 
lying-down position, hence, is sick. With all the various 
combinations of little grammatical particles which can com- 
bine to form a Navajo verb, one has to reckon with at least 
10,000 different possible forms for almost every verb in the 
language—enough to make Greek and Hebrew seem very 
simple in comparison!

While it is true that not all “primitive” languages are 
as complicated as Navajo, nevertheless, there are enough 
complications to make the task of translating exasperatingly 
difficult. For example, in one West African language an 
apparently innocent mistake on the part of one translator 
resulted in people thinking that Jesus never died on the 
cross at all—something which the Mohammedan teachers in 
the area had been telling the people all the time; for ac- 
cording to Islamic tradition God snatched Jesus from the 
cross at the last moment and substituted a malefactor in 
His place. One little mistake of tone had changed a word 
meaning “to die” into another word meaning “to exper- 
ience good luck.” 

However, the complexities of translation are not restrict- 
ed to difficult grammar or subtle differences of tone. They 
often involve matters that we take for granted. When the 
people in one area of Africa read their translation of “Love 
thine enemy as thyself,” they immediately said, “Which en- 
emy?” We often use a singular “enemy” when we mean any 
and all enemies, but not these Congolese people. They 
would have to use a plural form. 

The Kusaie people of Micronesia were quite pleased with 
the appearance of their first Scriptures and hymn books, but 
when they read the words, they were puzzled. “But why 
should Jesus and the disciples swear at each other all the

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HIGH THINKING 


One of the most clearcut, farseeing 
statements in many a day was recently 
made by Eugene Carson Blake, President 
of the National Council of Churches, 
at an Indianapolis dinner where several 
hundred delegates had met to consider 
various problems. 

Dr. Blake said, “God can be equally 
shackled by an all-powerful, totalitarian 
church as by an all-powerful totalitarian 
state. It will be well for all Americans 
who believe in God to combine to resist 
any who, either in the name of God or 
of public order, would try to upset that 
delicate balance between duty to God 
and state, which is the inherited guar- 
antee of our religious liberty. 

“I do not look without alarm at the 
process which I see well begun in this 
country, that generation by generation, 
more untaxed and untaxable wealth falls 
into the hands of churches. How many 
decades will it be before the United 
States may find itself dominated by the 
wealth of a church or churches so that 
at last no alternative but revolution and 
expropriation will be for the people? 

“This is a serious enough threat that 
I, for one, believe that all religious 
people, for their own good and for pro- 
tection of the commonwealth, must’ re- 
examine the tax-free status, which, when 
we were weak and poor, seemed a fully 
proper encouragement of religious insti- 
tutions by government. Churches do not 
die, and their estates are not broken up 
by increasingly severe inheritance taxes. 
We need now to face this threat before 
it becomes insoluble without anticlerical 
violence as it did in Eastern Europe.” 

This very important statement we 
make heartily and unequivocally our 
own. There will be violent opposition to 
this proposal, but Christians in America 
should unite to carry it out. This will 
mean that we are willing for church en- 
dowments to be taxed, and even church 
properties. We should -maintain belief 
in the separation of church and state 
when it is to our disadvantage as well as 
to our advantage, and render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar's. 
Spiritual churches will be willing to do 
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this; churches with false concepts of 
temporal sovereignty will oppose it, as 
will those who do_not see the nature of 
long-range trends. 

This matter should be kept before our 
nation as much as any other social or 
ethical problem. 


HEADMASTER 


During the days just past we have been 
living at Stony Brook School, Long Is- 
land, in the home of the headmaster, 
Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein. I have preached 
eight times to the boys of the school, in 
the little chapel that needs enlarging, 
and have a fresh feeling of the school 
and of the needs of Christian education 
on the high school level. ; 

Some of the editorials on this page 
have been written as a result of conver- 
sations with Dr. Gaebelein. It is wonder- 
ful to sit in another man’s library and 
let the conversation range over many 
fields. Intellectual and spiritual sparks 
fly, and the mind sees through new 
windows. 

A school is no larger than the men 
who run it, and Stony Brook is increas- 
ingly large spiritually and intellectually 
because of the devoted men who teach 
there. I cannot write about all of them, 
but I do want to say a word more about 
the headmaster. Think of the impres- 
sions in the mind of a student who sees 
this man for the first time. On the walls 
of his office and study are magnificent 
photographs of mountains, and the boy 
soon learns that his headmaster has 
climbed many of the famous peaks of 
the western world—the Charmoz, Matter- 
horn, Jungfrau in Switzerland; the rock 
climbs of England and Scotland; the 
peaks of Iceland; Orizaba in Mexico, 
and most of the important peaks in the 
United States and Canada. No matter 
where the boy comes from, if there is a 
great mountain near his home, the head- 
master has been on it—the Tetons, the 
Canadian Rockies, the string of cones 
down the Pacific Coast from Baker and 
Rainier to Shasta. 

And before long the boy is sitting in 
the comfortable drawing room on a Sun- 
day evening after chapel, listening to the 
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reading aloud of fine short stories and 
important passages from a wide range of 
books. Then he hears his headmaster 
play the piano—perhaps parts of the pro- 
grams of Bach and Chopin that he has 
played on the amateur hours of coast- 
to-coast broadcasts. 

Above all, in chapel the boy will hear 
this mountain-climbing, piano-playing 
author of several important books in the 
field of education and Bible study, de- 
clare with simple firmness the everlast- 
ing gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

- There are a thousand graduates of the 
school out in the world today, sons of 
missionaries, sons of non-Christian 
homes who now have Christian homes of 
their own; among them, two brilliant 
Jewish refugee boys, saved and baptized 
here, their parents later following them 
to Christ, and one boy now a leading 
professor in a top university of our coun- 


try. 


HUPOSTASIS 


While in Stony Brook I interviewed 
many boys who came with problems and 
questions, some of them coming to Christ 
for the first time, others with the grow- 
ing pains through which we all must 
pass. The interviews were held in the 
headmaster’s study, and I sat in his com- 
fortable chair during the talks. I needed 
a Bible and used the one on the little 
end table next to the chair. When the 
last boy had gone, I sat for a moment 
looking at the books on that table. They 
were all Bibles or Testaments, in a dozen 
versions and in three or four languages. 

A little black Testament seemed the 
most used, and it opened at a page where 
a card was inserted—a card closely writ- 
ten on both sides with names, all the 
boys in the school. Another thing that 
struck my eye was a small card tacked 
to a bookshelf at the level of the chair 
back. On the card was written in Greek 
Hupostasis. 

Dr. Gaebelein came in, and I said to 
him, “I ran across this card with the 
boys’ names. Is this your prayer list? He 
nodded, and I gripped his arm with 
fresh affection. “Don’t you think a head- 
master ought to pray for his boys?” he 
asked me. I thought of the headmaster 
of another school who furnished an ex- 
ample of social drinking, and still an- 
other who furnished an example of sit- 
ting on both sides of any fence, who had 
said, indeed, “If there are three sides to 
any fence I'll find the third side.” I was 
deeply moved to think of this head- 
master praying for his boys. 

I pointed to the card with Hupostasis 
written on it. “And that’s a part of it 
also?” “That word has been of great 
comfort and strength to me,” he said. 
(It is the Greek word used in Hebrews 
12:1, “Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for.”) The card was at 
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chair-back level, or, if you please, at 
eye-level when you are on your knees. 
This is a school to which you can send 
your sons—or your gifts if you want to 
help educate young men who will be 
Christians in their leadership. 


CONVICTIONS 


Few people in the world have real 
convictions, and even fewer are willing 
to stand by them. God wants His people 
to have strong convictions and to be will- 
ing to suffer for them if necessary. In the 
final analysis, convictions are the fruit 
of faith; if they are worth holding, they 
are worth sacrifice. 

In the summer of 1924 Eric Liddell, a 
young Scot studying for the ministry, 
faced two great moments of his life: he 
was soon to be ordained to the ministry; 
and he was favored to bring glory to 
England by winning the 100-meter dash 
at the Olympic games in Paris. 

To his consternation, Liddell discov- 
ered that this event was scheduled for 
a Sunday afternoon. It was a crucial mo- 
ment for him, because he believed that 
it was not to the glory of God for him 
to compete on Sunday. 

Nevertheless, the young Scot contin- 
ued his daily round of study and athletic 
practice, but made one major change. It 
had been his custom at the end of each 
day to join his classmates in discussions 
that continued far into the night. Now, 
however, he left the dining hall after the 
evening meal and was seen returning to 
his room hours later, tired and spent. 
His friends were perplexed, but he never 
told them where he went. 

A few weeks later, however, the whole 
world knew his secret, for at Paris Eric 
Liddell competed in a different event 
from the 100-meter dash—an event that 
took place during the week and which 
called for a different type of speed and 
endurance. For this event he had been 
practising all those evenings. On the 
closing day of the Olympic games, he 
took his place on the winners’ platform 
and received the Gold Medal as 400- 
meter champion. His record has not 
been surpassed. 

Not only was this a record for speed in 
the 400-meter class, it was a record of 
God’s work in a man’s heart, and a testi- 
mony to faithfulness. Eric Liddell was 
faithful in one thing, and the Lord 
honored him in another. 

Today, when so many Christians com- 
promise, we do well to study such an ex- 
ample as this and ponder the reproach 
of Hebrews 12:4, “Ye have not yet re- 
sisted unto blood, striving against sin.” 

We do not hold that keeping Sunday 
is a law for the believer in this day of 
grace. We repudiate that false doctrine 
as much as we repudiate Saturday-keep- 
ing. But the Scripture points out that 
God takes a man at his spiritual level 
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and deals with him there. And so it is 
written, “One man esteemeth one day 
above another: another esteemeth every 
day alike. Let every man be fully per- 
suaded in his own mind” (Rom. 14:5). 

When we ask the Lord to possess us 
wholly, He will come in with strength 
and stamina. He met weak Simon and 
turned him into the rock Peter. God 
needs men and women who are willing 
thus to be made strong for Him and to 
go forward without compromise. Even 
if you do not become a champion and 
receive the plaudits of the world, the day 
will come when you will stand on God’s 
winners’ platform and hear Him say, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful ser- 
vant: thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord” (Matt. 25:21). 


GOOD WAY TO DIE 


A good friend has died, but how he 
died is a wonderful story and can bring 
real blessing. Guy H. King, Canon in 
the Church of England, a member of 
the Keswick platform for many years, 
has gone to be with the Lord. I received 
a word from him and the announcement 
of his death a day or two later. 

Many years ago he wrote a series of 
daily devotionals in this magazine, which 
has recently been issued in book form. 
His last word to me concerned this book, 
A Day at a Time. In the front he had 
caused to be printed, “Dedication to Dr. 
Donald Grey Barnhouse, ‘Mr. Great 
Heart’ to many a traveler along the Pil- 
grim’s Progress. A token of high regard 
and warm affection.” 

I was about to write him a note of ap- 
preciation when the news came. He was 
old and almost blind. Herbert F. Steven- 
son, gifted editor of Life of Faith, had 
interviewed him about publishing an 
article on the occasion of his retirement 
from active service. Mr. Stevenson writes: 
“We had interviewed him only on Wed- 
nesday of last week; on Friday conversed 
with him by phone regarding the accom- 
panying article; and on Monday [after 
his death] received a characteristically 
gracious note written on Saturday. He 
conducted his Harvest Festival services 
at Christ ‘Church, Beckenham, on Sun- 
day, and im the evening preached to a 
packed congregation on ‘Crossing the 
border into a land of grapes.’ He spoke 
of the pardon of sins and peace of mind 
which accompany such crossing the 
border—and then, at the close of the 
meeting went home to bed and died in 
his sleep during the night. How de- 
lightful a way to end so splendid a life-

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time of devotion to his Lord, and self- 
spending in His service.”

said, “Get to know your Bible, and ex- 
pound it,” and, “Be human!” This was 
the secret of his life—a man enriched by 
Christ: The closing paragraph of the in- 
terview was this: “On behalf of all who 
love him, and have profited by his minis- 
try at Keswick, through his books and 
through our columns, I would wish him 
a long and happy retirement.” God an- 
swered that wish by taking Guy King 
home to Heaven. 


FOREIGNERS, GO HOME! 


I do not mean this in the sense that 
Communists in many lands have in mind 
when they scrawl on walls, “Americans, 
go home!” One of the glories of the 
United States is its tremendous power 
to assimilate many races into the amal- 
gam of a mighty America. 

I am speaking of the need for foreign 
students to return to their homes to 
build their own nations. Especially do 
I refer to Christian students who come 
to this country to learn more Bible, or 
Christian educational methods. How 
many missionaries have put their hopes 
on some student and have seen those 
hopes destroyed by sending him to Amer- 
ica! This land has a terrible power to 
corrupt the foreign student. It is diffi- 
cult to live in a dormitory in college, 
seminary, or Bible school, and then re- 
turn to a hut in Africa, a mud house in 
Korea, or a bamboo house in Japan. But 
this return is necessary if the plan for 
the student is to be fulfilled. 

“You must not let America corrupt 
you,” I tell foreign students, “You must 
go back and be the Word made flesh 
among your own people.” It is true that 
these retutned students, living as pastors 
on less than forty dollars a month in 
Asia or Africa, will be tempted to re- 
member the fleshpots of America; but 
they must learn that they are living for 
Christ and must remain, in the economic 
scale, what they were before they went 
to America. 

These thoughts occurred as I read a 
letter enclosing a nicely printed folder 
showing photographs of Korean Chris- 
tians who were staying in America to 
work among Korean students here. The 
principle is wrong. There are adequate 
means of witness to foreign students of 
which—Inter-Varsity Christian Fellow- 
ship and FOCUS—are doing a wonder- 
ful job. The foreign student who returns 
to his own country will do more there 
for the cause of Christ in a month than 
he can do in America for a year. For- 
eigners! For Christ’s sake, go home! 
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REPORT from AFGHANISTAN 


Secure in its mountain fastness between Pakistan and Iran, this rugged and colorful 


country still languishes without Christ 
‘ By Jordan C. Churchill 


| cwawe is the last hold-out against the almost two- 
thousand-year Christian invasion of the world. By law 
no change in religious belief is sanctioned among its native 
people, who are all nominally Moslems. No evangelizing is 
permitted. Any Afghan is subject to persecution and death 
if he tries to depart from Islam. 

It is a rugged country containing some of the highest 
mountains of the world—the Hindu-Kush. Much of it is 
dry and barren, awaiting the boon of irrigation to make } 
it fruitful. Kabul, the capital city, is located on a plateau 
7,280 feet high, surrounded on all four sides by a ring of 
mountains. It takes some time to get used to the rarefied 
air there. 

Two thousand years ago Buddhism spread over this 
whole area, and many reminders of it exist today. I and my 
wife were fortunate to have been able to visit this country 
last July, and to join a four days camping expedition that 
penetrated into the heart of the mountain region north- 
east of the capital. We drove over gravel roads up and down 
precipitous mountain passes for about one hundred and 
thirty miles to the famed Bamian Valley.

This was once a center of the Buddhist religion. Over 
thirty thousand caves where hermit monks once lived are 
still in evidence, all hollowed out of the sheer rock of the 
valley walls. Here we saw the two famous Bamian Budd- 
has, one 114 feet in height, the other, 165 feet—higher than 
Niagara Falls—chiseled out of the face of a perpendicular 
cliff. Originally, these Buddhas, and the cliff walls on the 
sides and above them, were gaily painted and decorated in 
bright colors. Many of these decorated designs and figures 
are still well preserved. 

The heavy stone arm of one of the Buddhas was so sus- 
pended that it could be raised and lowered by the priests. 
Some two miles away is a rubble-strewn hilltop that was 
once a prosperous city, as testified by the beautifully 
decorated fragments of glazed pottery and antique glass 
that are everywhere to be found. When the Buddha’s arm 
was upraised in blessing, the people of this city would make 
a mighty shout. Hence the name of the site: “The Noisy 
City.” About fifty years ago the Afghan king caused the 
faces of these Buddhas to be mutilated as a gesture to his 
people and a testimony of his devotion to Islam. 

Some five miles down the valley exist the remains of a 
once-famous fortress city, Shari-Zoak (The Red City), 
perched on top of a sheer cliff some two hundred feet high 
on three sides. This city was once considered impregnable. 
When Genghis Khan invaded the valley in 1222 a.p., one 
of his favorite sons was killed in battle. This so angered 
him that he vowed to destroy every living thing in the 
Bamian Valley. He swiftly carried out his threat, slaughter- 
ing all the people and destroying their cities. But he could 
not subdue “The Red City” though he besieged it for 
years. Finally he learned about its one weakness. The people 
had a secret tunnel bored inside the stone cliff descending 
to the river-bed below from which they secured their water. 
So he had the river’s course diverted, and that eventually 


brought about the death by thirst of every living. crea- ' 
ture there. 

He left a further imprint on this land by transplanting 
one thousand warriors who started the tribe of Hazaras 
(one thousand men). This mixing of blood has given an 
oriental cast to the features of almost half of the Afghan 
population today. They make up the main racial group in 
the central part of the country. 

Fifty miles farther to the northeast of the Bamian Valley, 
accessible only over a tortuous road, are located the famous 
Bandi-Amir or Hanging Lakes. Here are a series of bottom- 
less, indigo-hued lakes 14- 15,000 feet above sea level, lo- 
cated at the base of sheer cliffs rising above them 500 feet 
or more on two sides. When one views the area from above, 
it looks like a miniature Grand Canyon. The lakes are im- 
prisoned in the deep valley by natural dams rising tier upon 
tier with an average height of 75 feet. The top wall of one 
of the dams we measured as being 1,300 yards long and in 
places less than 5 feet thick. One of these lakes is 2 miles 
long. 

Here are located the so-called “Chinese” or “Oriental 
Gardens,” quite similar to the pot holes and springs of 
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Korea of the 38th Parallel

Wc were already off the beaten track when we left Tokyo Dr. and Mrs. Barnhouse on the northern side of 
for Seoul.

do not provide tours to the Land of the Morning Calm. 
There are too many marks of disturbance. 

But now, we were even farther off the beaten track. Our 
car turned northward from Seoul; we were really going to 
the 38th parallel. We would not have had the influence to 
arrange for this if we had been only tourists. It took some- 
one with inside knowledge to cut the red tape, and we had 
such a friend. Our guide was Harold Voelkel, one of the 
great missionaries of our generation. A word about him is 
in order. 

Harold Voelkel had heard the call of God to Korea; one 
of his chief qualifications for the land was that he married 
Gertrude Swallen, born in Korea of missionary parents. 
I first met Harold and Gertrude at Princeton during his 
seminary training. They had applied for Korea and had 
been turned down for lack of funds. I went to the mission 
board in New York and promised that my church would 
increase its missionary budget to cover the Voelkels’ salaries. 
They went to Korea a few months later and have been 
there for twenty-eight years, except for evacuations to 
Japan and elsewhere during World War II and the be- 
ginning of the Korean difficulty. 


When the Communists breached the 38th parallel, Harold 
Voelkel went into the United States Army as chaplain with 
the rank of captain. He accompanied our troops in the 
famed Inchon landings and saw war at first hand. But, even 
more important, he was sent to the great camps where tens 
of thousands of North Korean prisoners were herded, and 
it was in no small measure due to his work and influence 
that the free world was thrilled to learn that these men 
decided not to return home but to remain in free South 
Korea. 


Harold Voelkel knew the officers at the parallel and 
enabled us to get through. There is a working arrangement 
between forces of the United States and United Nations, 
and the North Koreans, whereby certain visitors are allowed 
inside the huts at Panmunjom where the treaty was signed, 
and where the western world still keeps contact with the 
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Harold Voelkel and Dr. Barnhouse standing be- 
hind the chairs used by Communists at weekly 
Panmunjom conferences 





enemy. The American observation outposts had telephoned 
the Communists that three visitors were coming that day, 
and the Communists announced that a busload would come 
from their side. 

We left the last American center and drove through the 
minefields, noting occasional reminders of the war in 
debris that had not been removed. We checked through 
various roadblocks and reached the top of a hill whence we 
saw the flags of United Nations observers above their build- 
ings. We passed Swedish and Swiss headquarters; and then, 
the neutral zone. A Christian lieutenant of our army took 
us to the major who was on duty for the day. U.N. arm- 
bands in place, we walked to the row of buildings that 
straddle the 38th parallel. The line is supposed to go exactly 
through the middle of the conference hall, where the two 
sides meet once a week with great stiffness, go through a 
few formalities, and retire till the next week. Mr. Voelkel 
and I had our picture taken standing with our hands on the 
backs of chairs where the Communist representatives usually 
sit. 

As we walked on into Communist territory, we passed 
the Red headquarters building. An officer stood in the door. 
We could see two other figures behind him. He was talking 
in Korean, and Harold Voelkel translated to us what he 
was saying as he described us and speculated on our 
identity. Then I had an idea. “Harold, start preaching to 
me in Korean. Turn this way and speak loudly enough for 
them to hear.” 

Harold raised his voice and pointing to the north de- 
scribed the towns that led up to the place where he had 
lived for so many years. The Red officer immediately 
identified him to his friends as 2 missionary. Then Mr. 
Voelkel said in Korean, “The trouble with these people is 
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that they do not know Christ.” The Communist officer re- 
layed these words verbatim to the men inside. Then for 
about five minutes, sentence by sentence, he preached to 
me earnestly (I did not understand a word of it!), and the 
gospel went into the Communist headquarters. 

After a while we moved on to a high place where we 
could look out over the plain to the north and then re- 
turned to walk among the buildings that flank the meeting 
hall. There, three Communist sentries watched us, and two 
American G.I.’s, a hundred yards away on the south side of 
the parallel. We went into the North Korean common 
room where there were a few Communist magazines and 
tables with chess sets. While examining the chessmen, I 
noticed that the sentries were just outside the window. 
Harold immediately began to preach at me. It probably did 
not enter their minds that I did not understand the stream 
of Korean, but it was the gospel, and I played the part as 
well as I could, praying that the truth would reach them. 
At one point, Mr. Voelkel held up his camera and began 
to talk about it (all in Korean) and then handed it to me. 
He was preaching Christ as a free gift to be received by 
faith, so I took the camera from him. 

After about five minutes of this, I turned and caught the - 
eye of the eagerly listening corporal. Immediately he pushed 
the two soldiers with him, and they moved away from the 
window, but I saw that they had moved no more than two 
or three steps. I said, “Harold, follow me and do not look 
out of the window.” I maneuvered so that they were once 
more about five feet from us, and the sermon went on for 
another eight or ten minutes. Then their officer appeared 
around the corner of the building, and the evangelistic 
service was over! The seed was sown, and we prayed that 
conviction and salvation would come to these men. 

This visit to the 38th parallel took only a day. It was 
fascinating, but it did not rank in importance with the 
great opportunities to preach the gospel in Seoul and Taegu. 
These meetings would be highlights in the ministry of any 
man. For several years, Dr. Bob Pierce has arranged to 
have most of the ministers of the Korean churches come to 
Seoul for a Bible conference of several days’ duration. Rice 
money and bus fare are provided by his organization, World 
Vision, and last summer 2,876 Korean pastors registered for 
the conference. Few men have left a deeper imprint on a 
country than Bob Pierce has been able to make on Korea 
in the course of a few years if ministry. Is there a need? 
Bob Pierce is a big man physically, but his heart is bigger 
than his body. Is there a need? Bob will see it and say to 
those who are doing the work, “World Vision will take care 
of that need. How much will it cost? Five thousand dollars? 
We'll get it for you.” And he does. There are thousands of 
children alive in Korea today because of Bob’s work. And 
undoubtedly many of them have come to know the Lord 
Jesus Christ as their Savior. In Formosa we rode in a car 
that carried the brass plaque, “Provided for Missionary 
Work by World Vision.” We had seen the boys’ home, met 
several of the workers financed by Bob Pierce, who carry on 
an amazing correspondence course in Bible study, and other 
evidences of Bob’s passage in Formosa. The evidences in 
Korea are even greater, and those seen with the eyes of the 
spirit are greater than those to be seen with outward eyes.

RED RUMBLINGS IN AFRICA 

In two, three or four years.from now, 
the Western world is likely to be sur- 
prised by a new and vocal crop of young 
leaders in Africa—talking in Marxist 
phrases and shouting praise for the So- 
viet Union. 

The reason is that today, and for the 
past several years, the Reds have been 
conducting a major propaganda and 
agitation effort directed toward secon- 
dary schools and colleges in Africa. 

An observant educator who made a 
tour through Africa back in 1952 re- 
ported that even then there were six 
Red organizations with substantial stu- 
dent membership in Egypt—organiza- 
tions with names such as Democratic 
Movement for National Liberation, 
Popular Democracy, Egyptian Commun- 
ist Party, and Red Star. 

At Gordon College in the Sudan the 
majority of the Student Union Executive 
Committee was Communist in 1952 be- 
cause of the indifference of the non-com- 
munist students. And some of these Reds 
were “professional students,” attending 
college for the sole purpose of dissemin- 
ating Communist propaganda. 

And this Red drive to subvert upcom- 
ing Africa has not let up. A church rep- 
resentative just back from a tour of 
missionaries and mission schools in 
Africa reported in Washington a few 
weeks ago that the amount of Commun- 
ist propaganda directed at secondary 
schools in Africa is tremendous. 


SPAIN RULES ON CIVIL MARRIAGE 

A new government decree published in 
the official State Gazette of Madrid au- 
thorizes civil marriage in Spain only for 
those who can prove that they do not 
profess Roman Catholicism. A foreigner 
must submit documents to the local Con- 
sul and through the local Consulate to 
the Spanish authorities. 

Spaniards who say they are non-Cath- 
olic must submit documents showing 
where they have lived for the previous 
two years and proving that they are not 
Catholics. More stringent requirements 
must be met in the case of persons who 
have been baptized Catholics but have 
abjured their faith. The decree declares 
that persons originally baptized Catho- 
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lics, or, having become Catholics, who 
later left the church, must notify the 
local district judge of their intention to 
marry. This ruling applies to former 
Catholics who wish to contract marriage 
between themselves or with a non-Cath- 
olic never baptized a Catholic. The de- 
cree specifies that the judge must in- 
form the ecclesiastical authority concern- 
ing the application within eight days 
and must then wait a month before 
solemnizing the marriage. If the church 
authorities cite obstacles to the. wedding 
within that time, the case must go to 
higher authorities. Protestant circles in 
Madrid were cautious in expressing their 
views on the probable effect of the new 
decree. They said that preliminary scru- 
tiny suggested that the existing position 
of Protestants has not been materially 
modified, and much will depend on 
how the authorities decide individual 
cases in practice. Last year, a court of ap- 
peals decision upheld the right of a per- 
son baptized a Catholic, but making a 
declaration of non-Catholicity, to con- 
tract a civil marriage with a non-Catho- 
lic. 


BRITISH MISSIONARIES THROUGH IN EGYPT 

British missionaries soon will be com- 
pletely expelled from Egypt and will 
not be able to operate there at any time 
in the foreseeable future, according to 
reports issuing from Cairo. 

Americans will take over the duties 
of the expelled British workers in most 
cases. Some 60 missionaries of the 
Church Missionary Society of the Church 
of England and the Egyptian General 
Mission were placed under house arrest. 


These have been the two major British 


agencies serving in Egypt. 

Activity of some 300 American mis- 
sionaries has generally not been cur- 
tailed. 

Bishop Francis F. Johnstonson of the 
Anglican Society was ordered to leave 
the country where he had spent 40 years. 


CATHOLICS PROPOSE FREEDOM SHRINE 
Christians must be very vigilant, or 
an effort to make a national shrine of 
a Roman Catholic church will succeed. 
The United Press reports that Pennsyl- 
vania and Philadelphia spokesmen have 
asked Congress to make St. Joseph’s Ro- 


man Catholic Church in Philadelphia a 
national shrine to religious liberty. The 
church was built in 1733, and the fol- 
lowing year was formally allowed by the 
Colony’s government to hold its own 
services. The church stands near Inde- 
pendence Hall, and if this horrible 
thing should go through, the Roman 
Catholic Church would be a part of 
Independence Park, which includes In- 
dependence Hall and the Liberty Bell. 
Some might say that there could be no 
great harm in having such a building as 
a national shrine, since, indeed, by 
Protestant liberality Roman Catholics 
were granted freedom to worship even 
before we had become independent of 
England. What people do not know is 
that the Liberty Bell, Independence 
Hall, and this church would be photo- 
graphed and linked together in articles 
in every part of the world to indicate 
that the United States is highly Roman 
Catholic. A friend told me that a Ro- 
man Catholic in Latin-America was will- 
ing to bet money that President Eisen- 
hower was a Roman Catholic, since he 
had read it in Catholic papers. A Ro- 
man Catholic weekly in Ecuador brazen- 
ly published recently a report stating 
that the five Protestant missionaries who 
were killed in attempting to bring the 
gospel to the Auca tribes were not Pro- 
testants, that they were not on a religious 
mission, that'they were acting only as ex- 
plorers, and that there was no religious 
activity involved in the flight that re- 
sulted in their death. When we are 
working with such a mentality as this, 
it is extremely important that we re- 
member that eternal vigilance is the 
price.of liberty. 


LITERATURE NEWS 

An effort is being made to reach every 
village and town in Ceylon with some 
portion of the Word of God in printed 
form. Co-operating with the Evangelical 
Fellowship of Ceylon in this every-vil- 
lage-town crusade is the Bible Medita- 
tion League of Columbus, Ohio. 

BML has already shipped thousands of 
Gospels of John and other materials for 
distribution in Ceylon. According to 
BML president, Dr. Don Falkenberg, 
the printing of material in Colombo at 
BML expense has been authorized, up 
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to a total of $8,000 during 1957. 

Mwinda is a bi-monthly journal pub- 
lished by the Mennonite Brethren 
Church of North America for the Chris- 
tians in their Congo field. Edited by Er- 
vin L. Friesen, the twelve-page magazine 
of Christian instruction is published at 
the Kafumba mission station and has a 
circulation of 450. There are sections 
devoted to evangelism, the Christian life, 
Bible study, women’s concerns, native 
stories, testimonies of native leaders, and 
the history of Mennonite Brethren mis- 
sions. 

William Deans, Plymouth Brethren 
missionary in Africa, is now distributing 
his Swahili magazine Meno La Imani to 
some 25,000 subscribers in a_ larger, 
easier to read form, similar to the French- 
language Envol. 

Meno La Imani (Word of Faith) is 
now in its 12th year and has some 10,000 
paid subscriptions, the balance being 
distributed at approximately one-third 
cost as an evangelistic effort. Deans re- 
ports that “eager hands” grasp for each 
issue of the more attractively printed 
periodical. 


WANG MING TAO IN PEKING 

It was a blow to Christians around the 
world when Wang Ming Tao, Red 
China’s leading evangelical pastor, was 
imprisoned last spring. Rumor had it 
that he faced a fifteen-year sentence. His 
wife was reported to have died in prison. 

Now it has been reported that Pastor 
and Mrs. Wang Ming Tao have been 
seen in Peking. Wang Ming Tao was 
released on Sept. 28, and his wife the 
following day. 


PRESS FOR FREEDOM IN AUSTRIA 

A Protestant rally was held in Vienna 
to press for revision of two old laws that 
deny non-Roman Catholics in this coun- 
try certain rights. 

One of these laws, the Edict of Toler- 
ation, was passed by Emperor Joseph II 
some 175 years ago. The other is known 
as the Protestant “patent” of 1861. 

For the last 26 years, Austrian Protes- 
tants have been seeking a new law to 
invalidate these statutes and ensure 
equal rights for Protestants in every 
sphere of public life. 


BIBLE SOCIETY EXPANSION 

Plans for extensive expansion of the 
American Bible Society’s program during 
the next twenty-five years were disclosed 
at the thirty-eighth annual meeting of 
its Advisory Council in New York. 

Dr. Eugene A. Nida, secretary in 
charge of translations, said it was “like- 
ly” that within the next quarter cen- 
tury the Society would accomplish 110 
revisions of whole Bibles, 150 transla- 
tions of Old Testaments, 200 translations 
of New Testaments and 225 translations 
of Gospels into new languages. 

The expansion program is necessary, 
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Some of the eighty-nine Korean orphans brought by airliner to the United States for adoption 
by Christian couples.

he said, because of an unprecedented in- 
crease in world literacy and a growing 
nationalism which makes Bibles in so- 
called “trade or colonial” languages un- 
acceptable. 

He reported that Latin America is 
currently the area of greatest Scripture 
circulation and that Eastern Europe con- 
tinues “to present challenging oppor- 
tunities.” 

In cooperation with the Hungarian 
Bible Council three large editions of 
Bibles and Testaments were printed in 
Hungary prior to the revolt there, Mr. 
Collyer reported. 

Dr. James Z. Nettinga, secretary for 
the Southern California district of the 
American Bible Society for the past 
seven years, has been named national 
secretary in charge of educational pub- 
licity. 

MENNONITE CHURCH IN RUSSIA 

Two delegates of the Mennonite Cen- 
tral Committee who spent three weeks 
in Russia said that their co-religionists 
in the Soviet were enjoying more freec- 
dom since the death of Joseph Stalin 
than previously. But they said “the 
Church is broken and its members widely 
scattered.” 

Dr. Harold S. Bender, dean of the 
Goshen (Ind.) Biblical Seminary, and 
the Rev: David B. Wiens, an evangelist 
for the Mennonite Brethren Churches 
in Western Canada, traveled from Mos- 
cow as far east as Novisibirsk. They gave 
their first report of the trip to a gather- 
ing of some 900 persons at the Blooming 
Glen Mennonite church near Doyles- 
town, Pa. 

Most Russian Mennonites now live in 
the territory of the Ural Mountains or 
east of the Urals. They were moved there 


from the Ukraine, Crimea, and Volga 
River Valley. Mennonite colonies in 
Siberia have largely remained there. 

United States Mennonites have heard 
little about their Russian brethren since 
World War II. 

CHRIST'S MISSION SEEKS PROPERTY 

Christ’s Mission, which has operated 
for seventy-five years in New York City, 
has been offered the opportunity to pur- 
chase a property which will be used as 
a center for aiding former priests of the 
Roman Catholic Church. The property 
located within reasonable distance of 
Manhattan can be obtained for $50,000 
which is said to be a fraction of the act- 
ual value. 

If funds come in promptly the center 
will permit the setting up of a home and 
integrated program of spiritual, intellect- 
ual and practical help to men who have 
left the priesthood. This will enable 
them to readjust to life outside the 
Church. 

Present offices of Christ’s Mission are 
located at 27 E. Twenty-second St., New 
York. 

SOUTHERN BAPTISTS EYE NEW YORK 

The Southern Baptist Home Mission 
Board will attempt to establish church- 
es in New York City following the Billy 
Graham evangelistic campaign there next 
spring, it was disclosed at the board's 
annual meeting in Atlanta. 

At present, only one church in New 
York state is affiliated with the Southern 
Baptist Convention. 

CHRISTIANITY AND FORMOSA 

The chief of chaplains for Nationalist 
China says Christianity is helping keep 
morale high among the Chinese on 
Formosa.

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Postscript to 1956 





Though “self” is first with all nations, necessity does not justify national immorality

Kren move in such high gear nowadays, that the entire 

world situation can change within a few hours. Several 
days before Thanksgiving, I wrote “The Tragic Year” for 
our January issue, and mentioned the fact that roughly 10 
per cent of the year was still to come, and that intervening 
events might change certain of my conclusions. 

Even now, as we go to press with our February issue. there 
remain three weeks before year’s end; but the weeks since 
Thanksgiving have clarified some points of view. News ac- 
counts are so often slanted for propaganda purposes that 
one must read many different expressions of opinion in or- 
der to arrive at the truth. For example: Driving back from 
New York one evening, we listened to a news broadcast that 
came on just as we left the city. One hour later, we heard 
a similar broadcast and, two hours later, a final one—all three 
from the New York Times. In the space of approximately 
125 minutes, the editorial emphasis on the news was radi- 
cally changed. 

Two events were being reported—one in Washington, the 
other in London. President Eisenhower was discussing the 
release of oil for Europe. The British were discussing com- 
plete withdrawal from Egypt. The first broadcast stated that 
the British were, at last, agreeing to remove their troops 
from the Suez Canal Zone, because the United States had 
agreed to supply oil. The implication was that Britain was 
directing events, and that the United States, conceding to 
Britain’s needs, was following her lead. The second broad- 
cast hinted at collusion between the two governments, and 
implied that the two objectives were arrived at by common 
agreement. The third broadcast flatly stated that Britain 
was bowing to United States pressure, and that the United 
States had agreed to send oil to Europe only because Britain 
had promised to withdraw her troops from the Suez Canal 
Zone. 

The first version would please the British; the third would 
be publicized to please the Americans. The truth? Very 
difficult to discern. Even when such a story finally appears 
in magazines and syndicated articles, the facts are shaded 
to suit the editorial position of the publishers. 

We report the world situation from the point of view of 
the Christian, who does not have to support one or another 
government, party, or set of interests. We are concerned 
only with Christian righteousness and truth. 

What nation today does not act from evil motives? It 
would be possible to write a statement and so apply it to 
different nations as to justify almost every political and 
military action that has taken place during the past few 
years. For example: 


18 Humility is always present where true Christianity is at work. 


It is absolutely imperative for ....................:c00e00 to act as 
she has acted in her present sphere of activity because her 


‘very life depends upon it. She cannot exist without pursuing 


such a policy. 

Now, cut the pattern to fit the national cloth: 

(1) It_is absolutely imperative for Britain to act as she 
has acted in Egypt because the Suez Canal is her main 
artery, and her very life depends upon the flow of oil that 
comes to her through the Canal. She cannot exist without it. 

(2) It is absolutely imperative for France to act as she has 
acted in Egypt, because Nasser has been aiding the Algerians, 
and Algeria is the breadbasket of France. Her very life de- 
pends upon what comes from the great fields of northern 
Africa. She cannot exist without it. 

(3) It is absolutely imperative for Russia to act as she has 
acted in Hungary because the wheat production in her own 
territory has been so low that she is totally dependent upon 
the great wheatfields of the Danube Basin in Hungary. Her 
whole economy is geared to Hungary. She cannot exist with- 
out it. 

(4) It is absolutely imperative for Israel to act as she has 
acted in Egypt. War was declared against her, and while 
there has been no outward fighting on a large scale for the 
past two or three years, that war has never been concluded 
and no peace treaty has been signed. Egypt was consum- 
mating a vast build-up of war supplies, waiting to attack 
Israel. Israel struck first while she had the advantage. She 
could not exist under such a threat. 

(5) It is absolutely imperative for Egypt to act as she has 
acted. Her economy is based on the export of cotton and 
the world markets have been rigged against her. She was 
slowly dying of starvation. She needed the Aswan Dam and 
the revenue from the Suez Canal. She could not exist with- 
out these things. 

(6) It is absolutely imperative for the United States to 
maintain a strong defense against Communism. The safety 
of the world depends on her holding strong bases, even if 
Okinawa belongs to Japan and Formosa belongs to itself 
and to Chiang’s occupying force. The United States might 


be destroyed as a world power without these outlying bases. 


She cannot exist without them. 

The principal propagandists of each country mentioned, 
follow the line indicated here. What we have written illus- 
trates the fact that national interest is the prime concern 
of each nation. This is why the nations are not united. 

Almost anyone who knows the situation will agree that 
Japan would never have attacked Pearl Harbor if she had 
been allowed to resettle five or ten million of her excess 
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population, in Australia, for example. She could not exist 
without expanding. Ultimately she thrust out in an attempt 
to break her bonds and find room to live. She is in the same 
position today. She does not strike out because she does 
not have an arm, and it must be realized that she is being 
maintained as a poor relation by the financing of the United 
States. Without the vast sums spent there by our military 
forces, Japan’s economy would have cracked long ago. 

What is the solution to all this? We do not believe there 
is a solution from the human point of view. NECESSITY 
IS NO JUSTIFICATION FOR NATIONAL IMMORAL- 
ITY. 

Japan should not have struck at Pearl Harbor, even 
though she needed to expand. Nasser should not have 
broken the contract that Egypt had made with the Canal 
Company, nor should he have built up military might 
against Israel. Israel should not have struck Egypt. England 
and France should not have intervened in Suez. Russia 
should not have attacked Hungary. 

Now having said all this, shall we not print the last 
sentence? Does the United States have a moral right to hold 
bases that belong to other people, if they do not want us 
there? Wrong is wrong, no matter who commits it. 

Some of the most important newspapers in Britain at- 
tacked Anthony Eden with great hostility. While one might 
smile at the Daily Mirror and the Observer, the Manchester 
Guardian and the Times of London are the two leading 


newspapers of the British Isles. Their reaction, especially in | 
view of the fact that Eden was once their hero, can be ex- 
plained only on the grounds of the moral conscience of Eng- 
land. 


Our Lord has said, ““They that take the sword shall perish 
by the sword” (Matt. 26:52). 


Christians must take this attitude. Although we know that 
the world will go on to the final conflict, it is our duty as 
Christians to use every possible instrument to ward off the 
approach of war, and to take our stand, as believers must, 
on the side of national righteousness as well as individual 
righteousness. This is why we pray for the United Nations; 
for its General Secretary Dag Hammerskjold; for General 
Burns in charge of its troops in the Suez Canal Zone, and 
for all of its sessions. Even though we know it will ultimately 
fail, even though we know that individual nations will act 
from ‘“‘necessity” and not from righteousness, we must de- 
sire peace. God has told us that we are to pray for those in 
authority so that there may be peace. We must not forget 
that the Holy Spirit has told us through Paul’s letter to 
Timothy: “First of all, then, I urge that .supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and thanksgivings be made for all 
men, for kings and all who are in high positions, that we 
may lead a quiet and peaceable life, godly and respectful 
in every way. This is good and it is acceptable in the sight of 
God our Savior” (I Tim. 2:1, 2 RSV). 





Spiritual Vision 


There are some who have 20/20 vision who are spiritually 
blind. There are others who cannot see a thing who have 
phenomenal spiritual insight. The Bible has a great deal to 
say about spiritual seeing. There are many things that are 
totally unknown to the unbeliever, but the Christian is able 
to say, “Whereas I was blind, now I see.” 

Not all Christians, however, have good spiritual vision. 
Some cannot see very far. They are earthbound, concerned 
with the near and the tangible. Others cannot see things 
close at hand as clearly as they should. Both need an adjust- 
ment of their spiritual vision. We recognize the needs of the 
near-sighted and the far-sighted in the realm of the physical. 
We ought to be as alert in the realm of the spiritual. 

In a delightfully helpful devotional book by Virginia 
Ely, Adoration, there is a story of a young pastor who re- 
ceived a letter from one of the members of his congregation 
which brought great sorrow to his inexperienced heart. “Too 
late,” it read, “have I recognized the will of the Lord in 
my life. I wonder if souls will be lost because of my mistake.” 
The letter went on to tell how in the writer’s youth the Lord 
had spoken to her heart about yielding her life to Him in 
special service. Instead, she had followed her own desires, 
had married and become the mother of three children. Now, 
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with an unbelieving husband as a continual source of regret, 
and with an obligation to her children, she realized that 
she had missed the Lord’s will for her life. The letter re- 
vealed an anguish of spirit that tore at the heart of the 
young minister. 

While the pastor was thinking on the tragedy of this mis- 
spent life, the superintendent of the Junior Department of 
the Sunday School entered his study. “We have just lost a 
class of nine junior girls,” she said. “Why?” asked the 
minister. ‘“‘What is the matter?” The superintendent replied, 
“The teacher has not met the class regularly. She never 
visited any of them. One by one they have all left our Sun- 
day School.” 


To the great amazement of the pastor, he learned that the 
derelict teacher was the writer of the letter he held in his 
hand. Nine golden opportunities had been given her, and 
although she sensed a responsibility for the lost millions on 
the other side of the sea, she had failed to see her obligation 
for those young lives that were in her immediate charge. 


The woman’s spiritual vision was faulty. It is a reminder 
that we ought to make frequent trips to the Great Physician 
to have our spiritual sight checked.

PAUL AT CORINTH 


Five discoveries help us visualize the actual 
setting of important events in Paul's life and 


confirm the accuracy of Luke

msi choice of the city of Corinth as a center for the 

evangelization of Greece was sound missionary strategy 
from both a spiritual and a practical point of view. In leav- 
ing Athens, with its sterile intellectualism, to proceed to 
Corinth, with its virile but vulgar materialism, he was choos- 
ing to meet pagan culture as it really was, in the arena of 
daily life where its fruits were manifest. 

For Corinth was a city whose sensuality was a by-word 
and a scandal even to the pagans. “To act the Corinthian” 
(korinthiazonai) in classical times meant “to engage in 
debauchery,” and Apuleius, a Roman author, paints a sim- 
ilar picture of Corinth in the days of Paul. It is no coin- 
cidence that the damning indictment of Gentile culture 
found in the first chapter of the letter to the Romans was 
written at Corinth. The ancient geographer Strabo informs 
us that the patron deity of the city, the goddess Aphrodite, 
was served by over a thousand temple prostitutes and relates 
a few anecdotes about the devastating effect that their acti- 
vities had on the merchants and sailors who flocked. to 
the city. “Not everyone could afford a visit to Corinth,” 
he says, wryly. Here, in a city devoted to the indulgence, 
deification, and worship of a perversion of love, Paul was to 
plant a community of believers dedicated to the proclama- 
tion and the practice of the truly divine love (a mission, 
alas! far too often betrayed by the wrangling Christians). 
Thus Eros, the vital spirit of pagan Corinth, was to be 
challenged with Christian Agape, delineated in Paul’s mag- 
nificent prose-poem in the thirteenth chapter of his letter 
to the Corinthian Christians.

Apart from its spiritual challenge Corinth was a logical 
choice from a practical point of view. Corinth owed its 
wealth and importance to its unique geographical situation 
at the nexus of the two main land routes between northern 
and southern Greece and, more important, to its position 
dominating the sea trade between the East and Rome. 
Traders usually chose to transship their cargoes across the 
narrow isthmus of Corinth, or even to have the ship itself 
hauled across on a greased timberway, rather than risk the 
dangerous journey around the southern end of the Pelopon- 
nesos. Corinth was thus the center of communications with 
all of Greece, with Asia Minor, and with Rome itself. Thus, 
we soon learn of believers “throughout all Achaia,” and that 
Paul has gone “as far as Illyricum.” From Corinth, too, 
Paul’s letters went out to all the churches whose care lay on 
his heart—to the Thessalonians, and possibly the Galatians, 
and to those not yet visited, such as the church at Rome. 

In addition to its unique position at the hub of com- 
munications and trade, the site of Corinth enjoyed many 
other remarkable advantages. Very few cities enjoy a view 
more beautiful with blue seas on both sides of the isthmus 
ringed around with snowcapped mountains in the distance, 
vine-covered plains in the foreground growing the grapes, 
which, when spread to dry in the sun, would produce the 
famous “currants” (a corruption of “corinths”) of this area. 
The city’s back was hard up against the magnificent rock, 
Acrocorinth, higher and more impregnable than Gibraltar, 
on the top of which, at a height of almost two thousand feet, 
contrary to all appearance of credibility, there flowed a 
fresh spring of water called Peirene. 

The Corinth that Paul knew was really a Roman reincar- 
nation of the earlier Greek city, which had been ruthlessly 
destroyed by the Roman general Mummius, cursed, sown 
with salt, and left vacant for one hundred years (Was this 
the judgment of the God of history upon its flagrant wicked- 
ness?). ‘Fhen, under Julius Caesar, a Latin colony was plant- 
ed on the old site, which soon inherited not only the ruined 
buildings but also the crass materialistic and sensual spirit 
of the Greek city. Its official language and form of govern- 
ment was Roman; but by Paul’s time its character was es- 
sentially Greek. The natural advantages immediately pro- 
duced a “boom” in construction, and already by Paul’s time 
it far surpassed Athens in size and material wealth. Ten 
years before Paul arrived it had regained its position as the 
capital of the Roman province of Achaia and the residence

MISSION OF THE TWELVE 


The Church has many critics, 


advisers, and sympathizers, but how many laborers? 


FEBRUARY 3, 1957 


Background Scripture: Matthew 9:35-10:42 
Devotional Reading: Matthew 10:34-42 
Memory Selection: Matthew 9:37-38 


INTRODUCTION There is a manpower 

shortage in the Kingdom, 
and it is far more serious for the world 
than the lack of skilled scientists or social 
workers; for it leaves the souls of men un- 
cared for and their hearts unhealed. Christ 
was always surrounded by critics and often 
by those who presumed to advise Him, but 
there was a shortage of laborers. There still 
is. The Church has many critics, numerous 
advisers, innumerable sympathizers and pat- 
ronizers, but few laborers who are prepared 
to pay the heavy price of spiritual training, 
discipline, and self-sacrificing service. So all 
attempts at outreach by the Church of 
Christ must be preceded by the prayer that 
the Lord of the harvest will send forth lab- 
orers into His harvest (vs. 38). Today the 
aching hearts and empty lives of multitudes 
around us and the clamant needs of the 
millions in the world still without news of 
the Christ who died for them and rose 
again (Libya for example has only one mis- 
sion station in the whole of its large 
territory) challenge us to pray the Lord of 
the harvest that through today’s lesson 
many laborers will enter the harvest field. 


EXPOSITION 
The Appeal of the Field 


When Jesus saw the multitudes, He was 
moved with compassion—a d inward 
emotion that is physically costly. We can 
pity a person without its costing us any- 
thing, but real ministry begins with com- 
passion that feels the need of those we serve 
and stirs us to our depths. When Jesus saw 
the multitude, with divine insight He in- 
terpreted their need as being, not social or 
medical, but primarily spiritual: “they faint- 
ed [were harassed, worried, troubled—as 
sheep worried by wolves or dogs] and were 
scattered abroad as sheep having no shep- 
herd” (vs. 36). Christ sees the world’s peo- 
ples as being kin to a harried flock of sheep 
without the protection and care of the 
shepherd. Does not the fretted state of our 
world today point to the same lack. and are 
not our nervous tensions and the conse- 
quent astronomical increase in the use of 
sedatives indications of this very truth that 
we are living “as sheep having no shep- 
herd”? To take the ultimate responsibilities 
of life is more than any human being can 
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bear, and to feel that we, unaided, have to 
build a new world is enough to drive any- 
one to desperation. But our need is not 
political, social, or medical; it is, says 
Christ, spiritual. Resting in the Everlasting 
Arms, knowing the care of the Good Shep- 
herd, and looking for Him to bring the 
new heavens and earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness, we find in Him the balm for 
the harassed heart of humanity. To see and 
know the ache of the world and feel it un- 
til it costs, then to interpret that as a need 
for the Good Shepherd is the appeal that 
will make us say with Paul, “I am debtor 
. . . 80, as much as in me is, I am read 
to preach the gospel” (Rom. 1:14-15) and 
will spur us to service. For Christ could not 
reach the crowd on His own and needed the 
service of dedicated lives. Just as God meets 
the physical and material needs of the 
aoe by the gift of harvest through the 
toil of the farmers, so He meets the spirit- 
ual requirements of the world through the 
blessings of Christ brought through human 
instruments. 


The Equipment for the Task 


As laborers in His harvest they had to be 
— interviewed, equipped, and sent 
orth—we do not choose just any field and, 
bringing our own tools, labor in our own 
way! The Lord of the Harvest called them 
unto Him (10:14), gave them power (vs. 
Ib), and sent them forth with specific in- 
structions (9:38; 10: 5-42). “He called them 
unto Him”: service begins in fellowship 
with Christ; it is the pastor’s, teacher’s or 
Christian worker’s personal fellowship with 
and obedience to Christ that is the begin- 
ning of all effective service; for we must 
share His compassion and appreciate His 
purpose. When we can truly say “the love 
of Christ constraineth us,” we can always 
add, “Now we are ambassadors for Christ, 
as though God did beseech you by us” (II 
Cor. 5:14, 20). Service is empowered (i.e. 
given authority over) by the gift of Christ: 
this is very clear in the Great Commission 
(note particularly in Matthew 28: 18 and 
19, “all power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth, go ye therefore . . .) and il- 
lustrated for us in the success of the early 
Church after the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
Spiritual service must be Spirit-empowered. 
The third equipment for Christ’s work is 
obedience; for we must be in the harvest of 
His choosing, doing His work in His way. 
For these disciples it was primarily a wit- 
ness to Israel (vs. 6) accompanied by signs 
(vs. 8). Subsequently, in the acts of the 
early Church the commission was broad- 
ened, but individual commitment was spe- 
cific (e.g., Philip). When we take time to 
know God’s will for our service, we shall 
not lightly engage in it or easily relinquish 
it. If more Christians took up His service 
after waiting in Christ’s presence for His 


power and being certain of His will, there 
would be better work, fewer resignations, 
and better labor relationships in His fields! 


The Cost of Laboring 


It is as well to appreciate the costliness 
of service; for many workers at home and 
abroad have turned back sadly disillusioned 
at the hostility or indifference of those they 
went to serve. The world desperately needs 
Christ, but that by no means suggests that 
it welcomes Him or His servants. The god 
of this world has “blinded the minds of 
them which believe not lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ . . . should shine 
unto them” (II Cor. 4:4). Consequently the 
response is most frequently disheartening; 
some will not receive you or hear your mes- 
sage (vs. 14); others will persecute you (vs. 
17); even members of your household may 
become your enemies (vs. 21); in some in- 
stances death itself will be your reward (vs. 
28); but the Lord of the harvest will be 
your true recompense (vss. 29-33), and no 
act of service will be overlooked (vss. 40-42). 
Laboring in any field means steady toil 
through changing seasons, and the field of 
the Lord is no exception. Though the har- 
vest is sure the worker must be prepared 
for “going forth weeping” as well as “com- 
ing home rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him.” The courageous facing of that 
fact will sustain many a laborer through 
dark days. 


Always it has been true 
that the harvest is great 
and the laborers few. It is so today, and we 
should ask ourselves, our teacher, and our 
pastor what we can do to help the sheep 
into the fold of the Good Shepherd; for 
only there is true healing. There are count- 
less ministries open to every Christian. Are 
we each taking our full share in the harvest 
home?

The Warning and Invitation 
of Jesus 


Background Scripture: Matthew 11-12 
Devotional Reading: Isaiah 61:1-4 
Memory Selection: Matthew 11:28-29 


INTRODUCTION No teaching concerning 

Jesus is adequate that 
does not include the loving note of invita- 
tion and also that of solemn warning. There 
is no one in the whole Bible that speaks of 
judgment and hell so often or so frankly as 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The wrath of the 
Lamb may appear at first sight to be a con- 
tradiction in terms, but it is in perfect ac- 
cord with the 1 narrative, where we 
see the tender love of omnipotence that at- 
tracted little children and the strong de- 
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nunciation of willful sin and the tremen- 
dous spiritual authority of His life that 
made even the rough soldiers “fall back.” 
Both of these characteristics are seen in our 
lesson today. 


EXPOSITION 
Tragedy of Willful Disobedience 

Three cities are specifically upbraided for 
their deliberate refusal to repent—Chorazin, 
Bethsaida and Capernaum. It is instructive 
to notice that, while it is particularly men- 
tioned that “most of his mighty works 
were done” in these cities (Matt. 11:20), 
there is no record in the Scriptures of 
Christ’s visit to Chorazin—a clear indication 
as to the selective nature of our Gospel nar- 
ratives and of the many activities of our 
Lord of which we have no detailed record. 
To these cities Christ went, and in them He 
taught and wrought His mighty works, but 
they repented not. So great had been their 
opportunity and so stubborn their refusal 
to take it that Jesus warned them that they 
were worse than Tyre, Sidon, or even Sod- 
om itself. Christ’s judgment is not personal 
anger at rejection but a judicial sentence. 
Whenever men are confronted by the Light 
of the world and decline to repent (i.e. 
change their minds) and turn to that light, 
they condemn themselves to remain in 
darkness and under the shadow of judg- 
ment (John 3:18-21). As says Dr. Campbell 
Morgan, “The meaning of upbraiding very 
literally is that He reproached them. ... 
It is not the thunder. of someone highly 
angered, not the denunciation of some 
plague that is about to fall on the city; it 
is rather the wailing declaration of what 
must inevitably result from the city’s own 
deliberate choice of action. . . . There is 
a wail in the woe. . . . He was not pro- 
nouncing a judgment which He would in- 
flict capriciously; He was announcing the 
result which they had deliberately chosen, 
and from which there could be no escape.” 
Neither did those cities escape: of Chorazin 
there is no trace, and the site of Bethsaida 
is uncertain, as is that of Capernaum— 
once called His own city (Matt. 9:1). The 
solemn lesson here is that when a city, na- 
tion, or individual faces Christ’s claims and 
refuses to repent, then the choice has been 
made that leads to disaster. Our cities are 
highly privileged today in hearing the gos- 
pel witness; if we, as communities or indiv- 
iduals, decline to repent our sins and con- 
form our lives to His will, then we choose 
for ourselves the woe of judgment. It is not 
ignorance but willful disobedience that 
brings its own condemnation. 


Opportunity 

“At that time” (vs. 25a), i.e., when the 
main weight of opinion declined to repent, 
Jesus thanked God that the door was still 
open for revelation to come to individual 
hearts (vs. 25). God is known, not by our 
searching Him out (as though that were 
possible!), but by His revelation of Himself 
to receptive hearts (vs. 27). Spiritual things 
are no more discerned by the natural mind 
of man, however brilliant, than a radio sig- 
nal can be received by an empty radio cabi- 
net however brilliantly polished. Spiritual 
things are spiritually discerned, and as 
Phillips Brooks beautifully says: 


“But in this world of sin 

Where meek souls will receive Him, 

Still the dear Christ enters in.” 
Only Jesus can reveal God to us (vs. 27; 
John 1:18, etc.), and His manifestation is 
always to those who are —— to receive 
Him as simply as a child receives the word 
of a loved parent (vs. 25b). We may think 
we are too clever to be saved and so lost, 
but we need never feel we are too childlike! 
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Offer 


In the days of the carpenter’s shop at 
Nazareth Jesus must often have seen a 
yoked team of oxen stop outside the shop 
while the owner complained that their yoke 
wasn’t right and they were making hard 
work of their task. Then He would watch 
as Joseph’s deft fingers adjusted the yoke. 
There were folk in these cities like those 
oxen—weary and worn, chafed and fretted, 
unhappily yoked to life and not knowing 
how to be free! To them Jesus makes one 
of the great appeals of His heart of infinite 
love. It is personal (come unto Me), uni- 
versal (all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden), and exquisitely tender; for He offers 
to rest them (and I will rest you. R.V.)—not 
just to give them rest as someone makes a 
gift, but to rest them as a mother rests a 
troubled and fretted babe in her arms. He 
offers no escape from the responsibilities of 
life but a yoking with Him that gives inner 
poise and discipline that enables us to meet 
those responsibilities with a meekness and 
lowliness of heart (vs. 29) that is true great- 
ness. Life frets us because our pride is af- 
fected, our feelings hurt, our desires frus- 
trated. To realize His presence and accept 
His way is to face life’s problems with 
Christ instead of self in the center of things. 
It seems a hard way because it cuts across 
self-will, but in reality “His yoke is easy 
and His burden light” (vs. 30). As Matthew 
Henry says, “His yoke is lined with His 
love,” and as the Master Craftsman of hu- 
man souls He has been fashioning and 
sharing yokes with His people through the 
ages, and their united testimony is that His 
yokes fit easily and make the burden light. 
Robert Browning suggests that the thief 
who later was on a cross on Calvary with 
our Lord, was in the crowd that heard this 
loving invitation, “Come unto me—I will 
give you rest,” and makes him say: 


“The words have power to haunt me. Long 


a 

I herd them from a Stranger—One Who 
turned 

And looked upon me as I went, and 
seemed 

To know my face, although I knew Him 
not. 

The Face was weary: yet He spoke of 

Giving rest—He needed rest, I think .. . 

. . » He could not know 

How sinful was my life, a robber’s life, 

Amid the caves and rocks. And yet He 
looked 

As though He knew it all, and knowing, 

Longed to save me from it!” 


Christ does know it all and not only longs 
to save us from it but has the power to do 
so. 


SUMMARY Urgently this lesson press- 
es upon us the import- 
ance of personal decision. All roads diverge 
at Christ. Have we taken that which leads 
to utter and final woe, or have we yielded 
to His loving offer and claims and been 
yoked to Him? Our own hearts and the way 


we face life’s burdens will provide the an- © 


swer.

Parables of the Kingdom 


Background Scripture: Matthew 13 
Devotional Reading: Matthew 13:24-30, 


36-43 
Memory Selection: Matthew 13:45-46 


INTRODUCTION ‘There is the story of the 
small child who described 
bles as “heavenly stories with no earth- 


y meaning.” In error, for the true defini- 
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tion is “earthly stories with a heavenly 
meaning”! They are not to be confused 
with fables, which, as the word implies, in- 
clude the fabulous and have only an earthly 
meaning, or with stories invented purely 
for the enjoyment of the mind. An allegory 
is carefully constructed so that each point 
carries its lesson; a parable is a word pic- 
ture flashed into the human mind to con- 
vey basic truths that can be quate 
in a moment and imprinted indelibly on 
memory and conscience. The parables of 
our Lord, originally spoken in the crowded 
streets and largely to illiterate nee are 
as fresh and meaningful for us today; for 
they reach and react, not upon the intellect 
or local and changing conditions, but upon 
the spiritual perception and God-given con- 
science of man. The response evoked by 
them is never a judgment on the parable 
but on the listener. Jesus began to speak in 
parables at the specific point in His min- 
istry when many of His listeners were clos- 
ing their minds to truth. When asked why 
He spoke thus (Matt. 13:10), He made it 
perfectly clear that it was in order that 
those who wished to hear and respond to 
His teaching would, irrespective of purely 
mental capacity, have an abundance of rev- 
elation (13:12), but that those who refused 
to heed would hear the story but be blind 
to the inner truth. In other words ‘it is a 
method of divine instruction that depends 
on marae perception, which in turn is de- 
pendent upon willingness to hear and obey. 
We all have spiritual as well as physical 
ears, and we each have the capacity for 
listening or refusing to listen. Our children 
playing in the backyard seem strangely 
“hard of hearing” when we call them to do 
some uncongenial work but amazingly re- 
sponsive when offered candy! The difference 
is not in the clarity of voice but in willing- 
ness (may, eagerness) to hear. Christ does 
not continue to cast His pearls before swine. 
Therefore, when His plain unvarnished 
teaching about His kingdom was rejected 
bythe many and accepted by the few, He 
began to teach in parables that whoever 
had spiritual perception should have abun- 
dance and whoever remained willfully deaf 
to His voice would lose all power of hear- 
ing it (13:14, 15). We should not plug our 
ears and then complain about either our 
deafness or God's still small voice! If we 
find no heart response to Christ’s parabolic 
teaching, we need to hurry to the Great 
Physician for surgery! There are five para- 
bles in our printed passage for today, and 
they each begin with the phrase “The king- 
dom of heaven is like . . .” (13:31, 33, 44, 
45, 47). We have here, therefore, a five-fold 
description of the kingdom of heaven. 


EXPOSITION 


Like Mustard Seed 


The mustard seed (vss. 31-32) is the 
smallest seed that the husbandman would 
sow, and the emphasis here, therefore, is 
the apparent insignificance of the seed of 
the kingdom: The patriarchs? obscure shep- 
herds! Israel? an _ insignificant nation! 
Blood on the lintels and doorposts? Pagan 
superstition! A babe in a manger? Un- 
worthy of other than sentimental notice! 
A cross on a hill and a handful of disciples? 
Too inadequate to make any impact on the 
world. And so we could go on indefinitely, 
and in every case by taking the purely prac- 
tical view we should be 100 per cent wrong. 
It isn’t the size of the seed but the life 
within that counts, and the life of the king- 
dom is illimitable. We forget this, and. 
while not speaking in Stalin’s terms, “How- 
many divisions has the Pope?” we talk and 
live as though physical and material might 
is always decisive. It is not so. The recep- 
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tion of God's Word in the heart is limitless 
in potentiality; for it is the good seed and 
purveys eternal life. Do not underestimate 
the living power of Christ’s kingdom. 


Like Leaven 


From the field we go to the kitchen in 
Nazareth for our next picture and see 
Mary, eagerly watched by Jesus, baking the 
bread. He notices the small piece of leaven 
being inserted and the ultimate spreading 
through the three measures (vs. 33). Some 
commentators, for the sake of what they 
feel is unity of interpretation (and quite 
overlooking Leviticus 23:17) have tried to 
make this leaven typical of evil and have 
then been confronted with the problem of 
the phrase, “The kingdom of heaven is 
like evil . . .” Quite evidently it is the 
silent, inward, spreading nature of leaven 
that is pictured, and it can represent good 
or evil. Here it is obviously good. The mus- 
tard seed shows the manifest outspreading 
of the kingdom from its small beginnings; 
the leaven shows how silently yet steadily 
it will permeate the whole of the yielded 
life. The kingdom grows throughout the 
ages; the kingdom also silently spreads 
through the whole life and experience of 
the true Christian. It leavens the whole and 
must not be confined to selected parts or 


days. 
Like Hidden Treasure 


The absence of banks and the prevalence 
of unsettled conditions caused people to 
bury their treasure in fields, as we recollect 
from children’s story books. Occasionally, 
when plowing, a man would turn over such 
unexpected treasure and would give all he 
had to buy the field! It is the familiar pic- 
ture of the gold rush, and one we'can all 
understand. When we discover the treasure 
of the eternal kingdom hidden in the field 
of the world (vs. 38), we will gladly give 
all else to it. The kingdom is not 
casually obtained or spread—it costs all a 
man has and is considered well worth 
while. To understand the nature of this 
treasure is to take it by force (Matt. 11:12), 
and usually the force has to be used on oth- 
er hindering but cherished things! 


Like a Merchant 


We have been with the husbandmen, the 
housewife, and the ploughman, and now 
our fourth word picture brings to us a 
hard-headed pearl dealer—a merchant (em- 
porium)—man whose whole life was spent 
in traveling in search of the best pearls and 
who certainly knew a good one when he 
saw it! One day he found the loveliest pearl 
he'd ever seen, and, although it took all he 
had, his mind was made up in a moment, 
and he bought it (13:45-46). The parable is 
similar to the treasure in a field, but it has 
this one difference—the ploughman stum- 
bled across his treasure by accident whereas 
the astute merchantman had spent his life 
seeking. Whether we diligently seek for the 
superlative treasure in life or suddenly be- 
come aware of it, the challenge comes to us 
from that moment of realization to make it 
first priority whatever the cost. A casual 
Christian is unconscious of the wealth he 
has at his finger tips. 


Like a Dragnet 


Our last picture comes from the fisher- 
man (13:47-52) and solemnizes the teaching 
of the others. The offer of the best and 
highest is inevitably a judgment on those 
who turn from it. Just as, if I am offered 
a choice between a gold and brass watch 
and choose the latter, I automatically judge 
my own taste. The immanence of the king- 
dom is a judgment upon us all: to reject it 
is to choose immeasurable anguish (49-50). 


Do we understand these 
things? (vs. 52). If so, 
the truths should be. stored in our minds 
and applied to the daily needs of life; for 
in this way we shall have right priorities, 
in expanding experience of Christ, and a 
deeper zeal for service.

Signs of the Times 


Background Scripture: Matthew 14:1-16:12 
Devotional Reading: Romans 2:6-12 
Memory Selection: Matthew 16:3 


A hypocrite is one who is 
acting a false part and 
being deliberately deceitful. (In classical 
Greek it meant an actor). When Christ 
condemns these Pharisees and Sadducees for 
hypocrisy (16:3) He is therefore saying that 
their seeking of a sign (vs. 1) is the acting 
of a false part; they had no genuine desirc 
for truth and were activated solely by a de- 
sire not to believe in Christ. Such people 
are with us today and with their questions 
and professed doubts seek to evade their 
personal responsibility to Christ. As said G. 
K. Chesterton, “Christianity has not been 
tried and found wanting, but found hard 
and not tried.” When confronted with the 
searching claims of our Lord and being un- 
willing to yield to Him, we too often throw 
up a smoke screen of doubt or excuse and 
plead for one more striking sign from heav- 
en (vs. 1) as proof of His authority. Such 
an attitude may deceive others and fre- 
quently thoroughly deceives ourselves (we 
are actors of consummate skill when it 
comes to persuading ourselves that we are 
right!), but it cannot deceive God. The 
Pharisees and scribes by their background 
knowledge of the Scriptures and their per- 
sonal touch with Jesus Christ had ample 
opportunity of making the same confession 
as Peter did: “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God” (vs. 16), but they chose 
rather to pull down the shutters of faith 
and then complain about being in the dark! 
As Dr. Campbell Morgan reminds us, “In 
this paragraph we see the last coming of 
the rulers to Him before He broke with 
them and the nation and the crowds, and 
devoted Himself to His own disciples and 
to that sacred ministry which led up to and 
culminated in the Passion. After Caesarea 
Philippi His relation to these men was that 
of judge, and His message that of denunci- 
ation. He never dealt with them again save, 
directly or indirectly, to emphasize the 
doom that had fallen upon the nation that 
rejected Him.” It is an intensely solemn 
thing to be faced with the claims of Christ. 


INTRODUCTION 


EXPOSITION 
The Simplicity of Faith 


Too many people want to leave their nor- 
mal God-given faculties behind when thev 
come to spiritual matters, and the very first 
teaching Christ gives here is that the nor- 
mal physical laws operate in the spiritual 
realm. “You notice the sky and from it can 
prophecy the weather (vss. 2, 3). Then why 
not use the same simple faculties when it 
comes to believing in Me?” We use faith 
when we eat our food without knowing who 
grew or packed it; when we board our bus 
without knowing the driver; when we trust 
the railroad man as he tells us the time of 
our train; then why stop short when it 
comes to spiritual matters and say, “I have 
no faith”? We live by faith continually in 
daily experiences, and God asks us only to 
give Him what we render unquestionably to 
often unreliable man. We delude ourselves 
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into thinking we cannot believe without 
more evidence. whereas the fact is that be- 
cause our wills are rebellious we do not 
want to believe. In this the natural man is 
a hypocrite; give him a little evidence on 
the earthly plane, and he believes it, but 
the manifestation of God in Christ only 
makes him appeal for more evidence. 


The Sadness of Hypocrisy 


They asked for a sign from heaven. Pro- 
fessor Gibson reminds us, “Neither Phari- 
sees or Sadducees could deny that signs had 
been given—that the blind had received 
sight, lepers had been cleansed, the lame 
healed, and deeds of mercy done on every 
side. But neither party was satisfied with 
this. Each was wedded to a system of 
thought to which signs on earth were of 
no evidential value. A sign from heaven 
was what they needed to convince them.” 
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As a matter of fact the greatest of all signs 
from heaven stood before them (John 3:3), 
but they had blinded themselves by preju- 
dice, and that which therefore was hidden 
to these blind leaders of the blind was to 
shine out upon the disciples. There was to 
be only one more sign, that of the prophet 
Jonah. As he was three days in the fish, so 
Christ would be three days in death; as 
Jonah was brought forth of God to preach 
to Nineveh, so Christ would rise again to 
speak to men. That sign, the living and 
eternal Christ preached in the power of 
the Spirit, would be salvation to those who 
believed and condemnation to those who 
refused. Then as now, the vital question 
was, “What think ye of Christ?” There nev- 
er has been any other way to know God 
but to respond to Him; to refuse to do that 
is to make the second half of verse 4 in- 
evitable: “He left them, and departed.” 


The Necessity for Alertness 


The sense of tension in the atmosphere 
must have infected the disciples; for they 
the lake (without thinking of pro- 
visions), and Jesus continued to apply the 
same truth to them: “Keep your eyes open,” 
He said, “and be on your guard against the 
yeast of the Pharisees and Sadducees” (vs. 
6; Phillips). Their preoccupation with food 
and anxiety about provisions for bodily 
needs (not unknown today!) caused them to 
miss the lesson, despite their having witness- 
ed the two miraculous feedings of the mul- 
titudes (vss. 8-10). Jesus taught them that 
they too must beware lest the doctrine of 
the Pharisees and Sadducees should mar 
them. The Pharisees were blinded by tradi- 
tionalism (it took the early church a tre- 
mendous effort to break free from Judaism) 
and the Sadducees by rationalism, for they 
disbelieved the miraculous. Both errors are 
with us today, the traditionalism that seeks 
to bind the living Church in a straitjacket 
of custom and the commandments of men, 
and the liberalism that denies the miracu- 
lous and leaves an emasculated Bible. Be- 
ware of both, warns our Lord, for they are 
our insidious enemies. Whenever man has 
tried to enshrine living faith in a water- 
tight organization, he has rendered anemic 
the plant he wanted to protect. If, on the 
other hand. he has tried to rationalize it, 
he has been left with nothing else but the 
dry bones of unattainable standards. Be- 
ware of both; keep close to Christ, exercise 
simple faith in and obedience to His Word, 
and the manifestation of the risen Lord 
will become increasingly real. 


SUMMARY We now have the evi- 

dence of nearly 2,000 
years to support our testimony to Christ 
and can see the striking contrast between 
lives that have known Him and those that 
have rejected Him, as well as the evidence 
of the impact of the gospel on heathen na- 
tions. We need no confirming sign from 
heaven. For Christ has died for our sins; 
He rose again and is seated at the right 
hand of God. To believe Him is to taste 
AND SEE that the Lord is good, ind happy 
is the man that trusteth in Him. To turn 
querulously from Him is to choose to walk 
in darkness. Today, and particularly in the 
Middle East, we observe clear signs of the 
personal return of Christ and we do well to 
interpret them as a clear call to renewed 
devotion to Him and the preaching of His 


gospel.

INTRODUCTION Caesarea Philippi was sit- 

uated in one of the most 
beautiful areas of Palestine and was named 
‘in honor of Caesar and Philip the tetrarch. 
It was at the extreme north of Palestine, 
and to it Jesus had withdrawn at this turn- 
ing point in His earthly ministry after He 
had broken with the leaders of Jewry and 
turned to face the cross (vs. 21). The main 
teaching was now to be focused on His dis- 
ciples, and this time spent apart from the 
hostile crowds was therefore particularly 
vital. “Whom do men say that I the Son of 
man am?” asked Jesus (vs. 13), and the re- 
ply, “Some say .. . John the Baptist: some 
Elijah: and others Jeremiah, or one of the 
prophets” (vs. 14) is* most revealing. It 
shows the many-faceted splendor of Christ 
even as seen by the casual crowd. There 
could hardly be more strikingly divergent 
characters than Elijah, the strong prophet, 
‘and Jeremiah, the tender pleader; John the 
Baptist, too, stands in sharp contrast to, 
say, Hosea—and certainly to much of what 
we read of our Lord Himself. Yet the 
crowd, so dazzled by Christ’s person, could 
not exhaust Him in any one of these 
prophets but saw in Him the wonder of 
them all. It took the whole range of the 
greatest men they knew to begin to portray 
Him, and in their fragmentary glimpse they 
missed that which can only be revealed by 
God Himself (vs. 17). “Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man am?” It is a search- 
ing question. Our answer in no way affects 
His full deity but rather reveals whether or 
not we are open to the illumination of 
God’s Spirit. When a very small child looks 
at the stars and thinks them fairy: lights 
pinned on black velvet, it does nothing to 
diminish the glory of those starry hosts but 
merely betrays the ignorance of the infant! 


EXPOSITION 
The Great Confession 

The bewildered and sometimes begrudg- 
ed admiration of the world for Christ is far 
from adequate for a disciple, so the ques- 
tion is pressed to a personal issue, “But 
whom say ye that I am?” (vs. 15) in order 
that shadowy convictions may be crystal- 
lized. Peter’s answer is unequivocal and in- 
cludes both the divine and human sides of 
Christ’s nature (vs. 16). He is the Christ 
(ie. the Messiah, long promised to and 
awaited by the whole Jewish nation as the 
Deliverer anointed by God—see John 4:25, 
etc.),—but more than their conception of 
Christ, He is “the Son of the living God”— 
that is, in His person resides all the fullness 
of the godh in bodily form (Col. 2:9). 
Many years later Wesley was to enshrine 
this truth in the words of our Christmas 
hymn: “Veiled in flesh, the Godhead see, 


‘ hail! the Incarnate Deity”; but beautiful as 


these words are, this first confession that fel} 
from Peter's lips (surely. comparable in 
some way to the first lisp of Mummy or 
Daddy to a parent?) brought joy to our 
Lord’s heart (vs. 17). The Spirit of God 
had the work of Christ-recognition 
on earth that is to find fruition when “all 
the ransomed church of God is saved to sin 
no more.” The. open, heartfelt confession 
that Jesus is the Messiah-God is the proof 
of the working of God’s Spirit on the hu- 
man heart and will; it is not merely intel- 
lectual consent but a Spirit-energized re- 
sponse. Such always brings its own heavenly 
blessing, and Peter was no exception. “Bless- 
ed art thou, Simon .. .” (vs. 17); it was 
not a promise for the future but the ac- 
knowledgment of present fact. 


The Great Change 
Apprehended spiritual facts always work 
great ges; for as we know the truth it

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APARTHEID REVIEWED 


Whither—South Africa? by B. B. Keet, 
University Publishers and Booksellers. 
South Africa. pp. 96.

Finally there comes from an Afrikaner 
in the heart of the Union of South 
Africa the little book that has been 
needed. Professor B. B. Keet of the 
Dutch Reformed Theological Seminary 
at Stellenbosch is undoubtedly one of 
those best equipped to handle the apart- 
heid issue, and his standing in the en- 
tire South African ecclesiastical com- 
munity makes his voice a potent one. I 
suspect that his motivation is twofold: 
Scripture, and “the greatest crisis in our 
history, a crisis that makes the quarrels 
that mark the present relations between 
Afrikaner and Englishman look like 
child’s play” (p. 80). His handling of 
Scripture is of an excellence equal to his 
reputation and standing, and the tradi- 
tional Afrikaner attitude toward Scrip- 
ture and apartheid is exposed for the 
reader. This discussion (chap. 2) would 
be humorous if the tragedy of the situa- 
tion could be forgotten. The author be- 
gins, e.g., by reference to an apartheid 
churchman who was helping to prepare 
a statement on the scriptural grounds 
until a more thorough study could be 
made—it was quite evident, says Dr. Keet, 
what the tenor of the statement would be 
—he replied, “No, for our people set 
great store by having scriptural authority 
for every attitude they adopt.” The at- 
titude comes first, then some text or 
other is found to support it, is the 
thought. This is but the beginning of 
Keet’s demonstration of Afrikaner casuis- 
try. “It is only because we uphold our 
country’s traditional pattern of apart- 
heid that such an interpretation of Scrip- 
ture could ever arise, “he says later in 
that chapter. “We want to justify the 
existing state of affairs and so look for 
(and find) this justification in the Bible” 
(p- 32). 

The crisis brought on by apartheid in 
the socio-political life of South Africa is 
taken seriously by Professor Keet, who 
feels that many of his compatriots “have 
withdrawn into a world of unreality” 
(p. 33). These persons believe that their 
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country can go on living as it did long 
years ago, but a realistic view is desper- 
ately needed. Furthermore, he asserts, 
South Africa, with her policy of apart- 
heid, “stands quite alone today in a 
world by no means kindly disposed 
towards her” (p. 80). It is not only lib- 
eral or Communist opinion with which 
its present policy is in conflict but with 
the “universal Christian Church.” 

The author scores ecclesiastical, poli- 
tical, and social apartheid and especially 
total territorial apartheid, (SABRA), de- 
claring the latter especially to be unreal- 
istic and even dangerous. He asks what 


would be a “fair division” of territory 
and claims that the reserves and protec- 
torates now provided would be totally in- 
adequate. “Can one be blamed for com- 
ing to the conclusion that this is all a 
pipe dream in which a solution for the 
problem is sought in the easiest possible 
way, which is also an impossibility? The 
impossible is easiest because no one 
needs to worry about it; one just dreams 
about it” (p. 51). 

Dr. Keet declares that barbarism and 
color are not synonymous. He defends 
voluntary separation but condemns com- 
pulsory separation and the infliction of 
deep wounds in the spirits of persons dis- 
criminated against. His sharpest words 
are reserved for the fundamental evil 
of all apartheid philosophy, grouping 
persons on the basis of color, whereas 
“respect for the personality of every hu- 
man being is a duty demanded of our 
Christian religion.” 

This is a courageous book, coming 
from South Africa, and an epoch-making 
one in the history of that country. It is 
a must for all persons seriously interested 
in the South African problem. 


APOSTLES OF HATE 


Cross-Currents, by Arnold Foster and 
Benjamin Epstein. Doubleday. $4.00.

The Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith, a Jewish fraternal society, spon- 
sored this book to keep the public in- 
formed of the activities of anti-Semitic 
groups. Specifically, the book is an ex- 
posé of the more recent outcroppings of 
hatred of Jews in the United States, in 
Germany, and in the Arab States of the 
Middle East. 

Since German anti-Semitism was 
crushed a decade ago, anti-Semitism in 
its cruder forms has become disreput- 
able. This, however, has not militated 
against the continued use of hate as a 
political weapon. 

In the United States fringe groups 
and jingoists are busy, seeking to dis- 
credit Jews and eliminate them from 
public life. The authors, in this well- 
documented report, disclose the names 
and careers of the principal hatemongers 
in our midst and pinpoint their activi- 
ties. Among the leaders are several 
Protestant ministers who prostitute their 
sacred office by teaching a gospel of 
hate. 





The lingering Naziism in Germany 
provides the background for a renewal 
of anti-Semitism in that land. While 
anti-Semitism in its more rabid forms 
has indeed been proscribed by decree 
and frowned upon by the public, this 
has not deterred political adventures 
and unrepentant Nazis from spreading 
propaganda against the Jews, even 
though the Jewish population is almost 
non-existent. Anti-Semitism, it seems, is 
still effective in gaining a political fol- 
lowing. This book unmasks the key fig- 
ures in the resurgence of a neo-Naziism 
in West Germany, who may yet be heard 
from. 


In the Middle East, the intensity of 
anti-Zionism among the Arabs has de- 
veloped also into a fierce anti-Semitism. 
Anti-Zionism at first was directed against 
the inhabitants of Israel but has now 
been turned against the Jews of all the

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world. The aid of professional.German 
and American anti-Semites has stepped 
up anti-Jewish propaganda not only in 
their own lands but also in the United 
States. Taking the cue from their Arab 
counter-parts, American anti-Semites now 
raise the banner of anti-Zionism as a new 
device for baiting Jews. 


Jews and Arabs: Their Contacts 
Through the Ages. By S. D. Gotein. 
Schocken. 257 pp. $4.00.

After years of meticulous research the 
distinguished Semiticist, Dr. $. D. Gotein, 
has written a book on the social and cul- 
tural contacts between Jews and Arabs. 
Without touching any of the delicate 
political problems facing the two nations 
at the present, Dr. Gotein contends that 
there is hope for the future because the 
cultural aspects of the two coinciding 
revivals, that of Israel and of the Arabs, 
indicate the establishment of a rap- 
prochement between the two. 

This contention is not without impres- 
sive evidence. The primary effort is to 
trace a Jewish-Arab symbiosis from early 
history to the present. This is done 
through four historical stages. First, the 
Prehistory, 1500 B.C. to 500 A.D. Second, 
the Creative Symbiosis, 500 A.D. to 1300. 
Third, the Fading Out, 1300 A.D. to 
1900. Fourth, The New Confrontation, 
1900 A.D. to date. 

The task of the first stage in discussing 
common origins is to disregard the nebul- 
ous notion about a Semitic race. He finds 
a common affinity between Jews and 
Arabs not in Semitism but in what he 
calls a primitive democracy. Both groups 
represent a type of society which is char- 
acterized by the absence of privileged 
castes and classes. Apparently the most 
important stage is the second, for it is in 
this stage that the true symbiosis between 
the two groups is discovered. The eight 
centuries of Arab domination created a 
unification and an expansion which 
made it possible for the two to have true 
social, cultural, and religious intercourse. 
The high point of symbiosis appears to 
be found in the Hebrew poetry of Arab 
Muslim lands, particularly that of Spain. 

It is difficult under present condi- 
tions, to assume the optimistic hope of 
Dr. Gotein that as Westernization ad- 
vances among the Arabs the possibilities 
of peace between the Arab states and 
Israel are intensified. There still remains 
the great question whether the Arabs 
will become Western or not.

Early Will I Seek Thee. By Eugenia

“O God, thou art my God; early will 
I seek thee: my soul thirsteth for thee!” 
(Ps. 63:1). This is the theme of Miss 
Price’s latest book, subtitled “The Jour- 
nal of a Heart that Longed and Found.” 
As in The Burden Is Light, Miss Price’s 
unique staccato style, refreshingly free 
from orthodox clichés, opens new hori- 
zons to the Christian who longs for God 
more than for His blessings, and wants 
to be made like the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The author cuts through our compla- 
cency and self-centeredness, but with 
love. Her humor adds charm and win- 
someness: “My prayers consisted of a 
long complaint to God (sometimes in 
the King James Version, sometimes not).” 
And, “Spring . . . was always new. But 
I wasn’t.” She raises the question every 
Christian needs to ask—and answer: 
“Am I honest with myself and with 
God?” The central thought is perhaps 
best expressed thus: “The actual indwell- 
ing presence of Jesus Christ makes us 
resemble Him, and nothing else can 
counterfeit His likeness!” Constantly she 
points us to Christ: “With Augustine I 
cry, ‘My heart is restless until it rests in 
Thee!’” This book will increase your 
thirst for Him. 


The Changed Life. The Greatest Thing 
in the World, by Henry Drummond. 
Revell. 64 pp. $1.00.

sages were strongly flavored with evan- 
gelical fervor. Such sermon structures 
might well be considered as “great”; for 
their power and influence are as real to- 
day as when they were written. This is 
especially true in (1) the doctrines of 
God and (2) His method of salvation; 
(3) the growth in the Christian experi- 
ence and (4) the “inheritance, incor- 
ruptible, undefiled and that fadeth not 
away”; and (5) character studies unit- 
ing the Two Testaments. Examples of 
these are: (1) “Kept,” A. C. Brown; 
“The Advantages of A Bad Harvest,” 
Wm. Forsyth. (2) “Mighty in the Scrip- 
tures,” J. W. Burn; “Preparation for 
Heaven the Work of God,” J. A. Sar- 
torius. (3) “A Tribute from Enemies,” 
Maclaren; “The Vital Graces,” G. Sim- 
eon. (4) “On Giving Diligence in Our 
Election,” R. Warren. (5) “Joseph, A

The Teaching of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, by Geerhardus Vos, Eerd- 
mans. 124 pp. $2.00.

Dr. Vos was an able scholar in his 
own right, but teaching under the 
shadow of the Princeton giants of his 
day hindered proper recognition of his 
abilities. We are thankful that now five 
of his works are in print. This present 
work is not a commentary on Hebrews 
but five exegetical-theological chapters 
on the important themes of Hebrews 
(The Distinctive Character of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews; The Epistle’s 
Conception of the Diatheke; The 
Epistle’s Philosophy of Revelation and 
Redemption; The Priesthood of Christ 
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Gospel Light Bible Lessons bring 
the Lord Jesus Christ to life, mak- 
ing Him a living, vibrant person to 
your Sunday School class. Instruc- 
tions are in simple, straight-for- 
ward form; orderly, complete, and 
long-remembered by your class.

Each lesson book is correctly 
graded as in public school. Teach- 
ing procedure is presented clearly 
and completely, giving teachers 
the added opportunity of gaining 
new vision and efficiency in their 
work. Try Gospel Light lessons. 
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in the Epistle to the Hebrews; and, The 
Better Sacrifice: The Sacrifice of the 
New Covenant). 

These chapters give us the meat, the 
core, the very essence of Vos’ interpreta- 
tion of Hebrews and are all written with 
his characteristic lucidity and profound 
insights into orthodox Christianity. His 
comparison and contrasts with Pauline 
thought ate excellent. His observation 
that Hebrews is written from the “phe- 
nomenal” understanding of the Christ- 
ian life (i.e., Christian experience viewed 
“psychologically” rather than “theologi- 
cally”) is certainly valid. His discussion 
of the covenant is the best and freshest 
we have read on the subject. If Vos is 
right most of what we hear on the sub- 
ject is defective. His view of Christ’s 
death in the Epistle is a healthy counter- 
agent to Wescott’s votive-offering theory. 
His observation of the eschatological 
dimension of present Christian experi-- 
ence anticipates the approach of present- 
day New Testament studies. 

This is small but meaty work—a 
valuable supplement to any commentary 
on Hebrews. However, to come right up 
to date on the study of Hebrews one 
must consult the writings of Spicq and 
Manson.

A paper-bound textbook for study 
classes in the local church, supplemented 
by a spiral-bound handbook for the 
pastor. The layman’s book is a con- 
centrated investigation of such themes 
as: the Church; the priesthood of the 
Christian; the family altar; the impor- 
tance of a functioning membership; 
Christian stewardship; the work of wom- 
en in the church; the relationship 
between pastor and layman; the church 
business meeting, etc. Each chapter is 
divided into sections with brief, en- 
lightening comments on the subjects 
treated. In the pastor’s handbook, cor- 
responding sections suggest questions for 
discussion which the leader may put to 
his study group for each chapter. 

Christian leaders will find good use 
for this material. It is sufficiently gen- 
eral and lacking in sectarian particulars 
to be of real benefit to any evangelical 
church. 


Satisfaction From The Scriptures, by 
Charles G. E. Chilton. Wilde. 208 pp.

Dr. Chilton for years taught the Sun- 
day School lessons on the “Fellowship 
Hour” broadcasts over radio station 
WMEX in Boston, with considerable 
profit to his listeners. 

This volume contains many of those 
radio messages in their original form. 
They are practical, concise, and attrac- 
tive dealing with the Gospel of John 
and the book of Acts. 

The author demonstrates how he finds 
satisfaction in the Scriptures. He em- 
ploys the device of alliteration help- 
fully. By its effective use we are led 
as readers to see the many angles of 
contextual truth. In the many. well- 
turned sentences we are attracted by 
what we might term the “spiritual 
punchlines.” Speaking of Pentecost (p. 
110) he says, “The soul is stilled, thrilled 
and filled.” In relationship to Christ’s 
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hour, he says, “The need of the hour 
was form, but fulfillment. Not rite, but 
reality. Not symbol, but satisfaction” (p. 
44). 

Since many do not know what satisfac- 
tion really is—as related to the Scriptures 
—this book ought successfully to guide 
the serious seeker and satisfy the soul’s 
sensitivity. Here the devotion is tied 
to doctrine and the exposition to ex- 
perience. 


Abandoned To Christ. L. E. Maxwell. 

Eerdmans. 248 pp. $3.00.

If variety is a spice of life, it has con- 
ditioned this book to bless its readers. 

Abandoned To Christ proceeds on 
sound biblical ground and is punctuated 
with Spirit-filled appeals for reactions.

Dr. Wei-Ping Chen visited Houston, 
Tex., on a tour sponsored by World 
Vision, Inc. He is seeking funds to es- 
tablish a training school for chaplains 
on Formosa. 

Dr. Chen is personal chaplain to Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, and pastor 
of a non-denominational church in 
Taipei. 

“Before we came to Formosa from the 
mainland nine years ago,” he said, “one 
person out of every, 1,000 was a Chris- 
tian. This is still true on the mainland. 
But today in Formosa one person in 
every 100 is a member of some Christian 
denomination.” 





Dr. Chen said many of the island’s so- 
cial, business and polictical leaders are 
Christians and “they give the people of 
Formosa an added incentive for the fight 
against the Communists.” 

“Christianity,” he noted, “helps keep 
our morale very high.” He said the 
5,500,000 Chinese on the island want to 
fight and go back to their homeland. 


U. S. MISSIONARIES TO RUSSIA? 

A Church of Christ missionary who 
recently visited Russia said in Nashvilie 
that the Soviet Union’s minister of cults 
had told him that American missionaries 
could be sent there. 

Evangelist Otis Gatewood was in 
Nashville to talk with local Church of 
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Christ leaders about sending evangelists 
to Russia. 

The evangelist said the number of 
Protestants is increasing in the Soviet 
Union, with between 10,000 and 20,000 
baptisms held every year. He said there 
were about 500,000 Protestants in Russia. 


CHURCH CONSTRUCTION BOOMS 

Church construction should set a new 
record of $875,000,000 next year, gov- 
ernment experts predicted in Washing- 
ton. 

The Departments of Commerce and 
Labor, forecasting the outlook for the 
construction industry in 1957, said the 
figure would be $100,000,000 more than 
this year’s total, which is expected to 
reach $775,000,000. 

The 13 per cent increase is anticipated 
despite a probable reduction in construc- 
tion work in many fields, including new 
homes, during the coming year, the gov- 
ernment report said. 


RECORD MISSIONARY BUDGET 

A record budget of $9,112,398 for over- 
seas missionary work in 1957 was adopt- 
ed in New York by the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church in 
the U. S. A. 

It provides $3,900,000 for the main- 
tenance of 1,000 missionaries and frater- 
nal workers serving with churches in 
Asia, Africa, Europe and Latin America. 
The budget also includes $1,740,000 for 
property projects in 18 countries and 
$2,077,000 for service projects in 36 
countries. 

The board voted to dissolve its three 
missions in India so that their work 
might be merged with the United Church 
of Northern India. American personnel 
will continue to serve as fraternal 
workers with the Indian Church. The 
board also decided to proceed with the 
dissolution of the West Africa Mission 
in French Cameroun which will be 
merged on the same basis with an in- 
dependent Cameroun Presbyterian 
Church. 


PRIEST TRYING TO REACH AUCAS 

A Roman Catholic priest has tried 
to establish contact with the Aucas, the 
savage Indian tribe who murdered five 
evangelical missionaries in January, 1956. 

Arriving at the spot where the mis- 
sionaries had established their camp 
along the Curaray River, the priest cut 
down the tree where their treehouse 
was built. It appears that his purpose 
was to make future landings impossible, 
for the tree fell across the landing strip. 

Friendly Indians of another tribe re- 
port that the priest has offered them 
many gifts and that he is making an 
effort to establish direct contact with 
the Aucas. 

In recent weeks, pilot John Keenan, 
who replaced the martyred Nate Saint, 
has been flying over the Auca villages 
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that were discovered after the death. of 
the five. He reports that the famous 
“George,” the Auca man who visited 
the martyrs’ camp with his two compan- 
ions, always appears friendly and that 
he has in his possession the model air- 
plane which was last seen floating in 
the water near the bodies of the mur- 
dered missionaries. It has been noted 
that the Auca houses are adorned with 
the tin strips which were used to cover 
the graves of the martyrs. 


JACK COE IS DEAD 


Faith-healing evangelist Jack Coe died 
of bulbar poliomyelitis in Dallas, Tex., 
on December 16. He was 38. 

Mr. Coe operated the Dallas Revival 
Center and The Herald of Healing at 
Waxahachie, thirty miles south of Dallas. 
He preached throughout the South and 
he broadcast regularly. His staff num- 
bered about eighty. 

Last year Mr. Coe was sued by a 
Miami, Fla., couple who said he ordered 
a brace removed from the leg of their 
son. They charged that removal of the 
brace caused their child to suffer great 
pain. The suit recently was dismissed. 


“CARIBBEAN CHALLENGE” APPEARS 


For the first time in their history, the 
people of the Caribbean area will have 
a Christian monthly magazine of their 
own, especially adapted to suit their own 
needs. Produced by the Christian Litera- 
ture Crusade, with center of operations 
in Jamaica, the new magazine is called 
the Caribbean Challenge. 

Directing plans for this new literature 
venture in the West Indies is Kenneth 
Adams, CLC director. CLC artist Charl- 
ton Smith has been loaned from the 
London headquarters, and Thelma 
Cooper will be serving in the editorial 
position. Mr. Adams toured the Indies, 
laying the ground-work of a wide net- 
work of distribution points for the 
Caribbean Challenge. 


NORTH INDIA CHURCH MERGER 


The proposed merger of Anglican and 
Protestant churches in Northern India 
and Pakistan has been approved by the 
twelfth General Assembly of the United 
Church of North India. 

The plan would merge five bodies. 
They are the United Church of North 
India; the Church of India, Pakistan, 
Burma and Ceylon (Anglican); the 
Methodist Church in Southern Asia; the 
British and Australian Methodist mis- 
sionary societies; and the Baptist 
Church. 

The assembly directed its representa- 
tives on a negotiating committee for 
church union to obtain clarification of 
certain points in the merger scheme but 
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urged that the union should not be de- 
layed. 

Now in its final drafting stage, the 
“Plan for Church Union in North India 
and Pakistan” will be presented by the 
negotiating committee to the churches 
involved for their acceptance after the 
committee’s next meeting in April, 1957. 


LUTHERANS AND MALE HEADSHIP 


Congregations of the Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod were warned 
by its national convention in St. Paul, 
Minn. against “any  anti-Scriptural 
practice whereby the headship of man 
to woman in the affairs of the Church 
would be surrendered.” 

A resolution adopted by the con- 
vention admitted that the Bible does 
not expressly forbid women to vote in 
congregations. But it commended as 
“Scripture-sanctioned and time-tested” 
the procedure of having congregations 
administer their affairs through male 
voters’ meetings. 
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PREACHERS DIFFER ON REVIVAL 


Whether a genuine religious revival 
is taking place in the United States was 
discussed recently by three popular 
preachers in addresses to some 3,000 
laymen attending the first National Con- 
vention of Christian Men in Cleveland. 


Dr. Norman Vincent Peale of New 
York, author of The Power of Positive 
Thinking, said the United States is the 
most religious country in the world. 

“A spiritual approach to life is in our 
bloodstream, our traditions, our back- 
ground,” he said. “One of the reasons 
for this is that the religion preached in 
this country is Christ-centered, not the 
formalized kind practiced in many parts 
of Europe.” 

Evangelist Billy Graham, taking a 
more reserved position, said that al- 
though America is headed for a great 
spiritual revival it will not amount to 
much unless new church members are 
“fully committed Christians.” 

Rising church membership figures 
announced by the National Council of 
Churches, he said, may be due to “the 
period of uncertainty in which we live.” 

Dr. Alan Walker, noted Australian 
Methodist evangelist, said he believed 
there was as yet no religious revival in 
America, but “there is a widespread 
quickening of interest in religion.” 


HOW IT’S DONE IN COLOMBIA 


A few years ago the little town of 
Ayapel, Colombia, had never heard the 
gospel. Then two women took a trip to 
the nearby city of Magangue, visited the 
large church of the Latin America Mis- 
sion there, gave their hearts to Jesus 
Christ, and went back home to Ayapel 
to tell their friends. 

The news spread. A little group of be- 
lievers was formed. Sunday School and 
other services were held enthusiastically 
each week—until recently. 

One Sunday just at the close of Sun- 
day School, heavy footsteps sounded out- 
side. In came the local government offi- 
cial, accompanied by the local Roman 
Catholic priest. They looked around at 
the little group, not missing a detail, 
well aware of the fear that their presence 
engendered. Then the government offi- 
cial made his pronouncement: 

“Protestant meetings are prohibited 
here,” he said coldly. “You will be 
heavily fined if you meet together again.” 

He and his friends turned to go out. 
But the priest had one more item of 
business to care for. He picked up the 
offering plate and, to everyone’s amaze- 
ment, appropriated its contents. “This 
money belongs to the true church,” he 
commented calmly. “I'll take care of it.”

of the proconsul. As a result the whole 
central square was largely remodeled, 
and the famous South Stoa, which in 
Greek times had probably served as a 
hotel with a long row of taverns on the 
ground floor, was made over into offices 
and administrative buildings for the 
governor and his entourage. When Paul 
entered the city, he must have been met 
on all sides with evidences of prosper- 
ity—buildings going up, merchants of 
every nation thronging the streets, cease- 
less activity, and an incessant pursuit of 
pleasure and self-indulgence in the tav- 
erns, theaters, gymnasia, stadia, amphi- 
theaters, and “sacred” brothels. We 
know from pagan sources that the Cor- 
inthians, hard-headed business men that 
they were, were contemptuous of phil- 
osophy and suspicious of itinerant 
preachers preaching philosophy and 
quack religions for a fee. No doubt this 
partially explains why Paul was so jeal- 
ous of his financial independence at 
Corinth as to waive his undoubted right 
to “live of the gospel” and to support 
himself by tent-making while there. In 
any case, when Paul arrived, such was 
the “boom economy” of Corinth that he 
doubtless had no trouble in finding em- 
ployment. In the central pavement of 
the Agora, or square, of Corinth, the 
sockets for awnings and their poles are 
still visible today. Perhaps we may in- 
dulge in the fancy of imagining that 
some of the awnings for these very places 
were provided by Paul and Aquila. 

As well as the city proper, there were 
many thriving suburban communities; 
the two port towns of Corinth, Cen- 
chraea and Lechaea, were important 
in their own rights. Of the others, the 
one most fascinating to biblical schol- 
ars had a name that must have come as 
a poignant reminder to Paul—Kraneion. 
It is the same Greek name as the name 
of the place where Christ had been cru- 
cified outside Jerusalem and which is 
translated “Calvary” in the A.V. Surely, 
as Paul entered .the city through this 
suburb, the reminder of that other 
sacred spot must have underlined his 
determination “to preach only Christ 
and him crucified.” 

In the light of the importance of the 
city of Corinth in the life of Paul it is 
not surprising that Bible students should 
be interested in what evidence arche- 
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ology has -brought to light relating to 
him. Although the excavations at Cor- 
inth have been carried out by classical 
scholars who have been seeking to il- 
lumine the role played by Corinth in 
classical culture and history, they have 
been alert to this interest as well. What 
things, then, have archeologists discover- 
ed at Corinth which can be connected 
with Paul? 

First of all it should, be noted that we 
have no right to expect very much, or 
even anything, from archeological exca- 
vations that uncover the remains of a 
city that has a history of over three 
thousand years, concerning the activities 
of a man who spent less than two years’ 
total time in the city. The few things 
that have been uncovered represent re- 
markable good fortune from an arche- 
ologist’s point of view, however meager 
they might seem to a Bible student. 
They are, in fact, quite important in 
providing supplemental confirmation of 
the New Testament references to Cor- 
inth, especially those of Luke in the 
Acts, and providing us with an oppor- 
tunity to visualize the actual setting of 
these important events. 

The particular discoveries which can 
be related to the Apostle Paul concern 
firstly, evidence relating to the date of 
his visit; secondly, evidence of the syna- 
gogue of the Jews in Corinth; thirdly, 
the site of Paul’s arraignment before 
Gallio; fourthly, the location of the 
meat market or “shambles” of I Corin- 
thians 10:25; and lastly, possible evi- 
dence of a Corinthian mentioned by 
Paul in his letters. 

Important evidence for the vexed 
problem of the chronology of Paul’s life 
came to light at Delphi in an inscription 
which at last determines the date of the 
tenure of the proconsulship of Achaia 
by Gallio, and incidentally provides 
confirmation and illumination of Luke’s 
account of Paul’s visit there. Gallio was 
the brother of the famous philosopher 
and tutor of Nero, Seneca, and a letter 
by Seneca referring to the fact that Gal- 
lio had been proconsul at Corinth had 
long been known to classical scholars, 
but the date was not known. Now, 
thanks to this inscription, we can date 
Gallio’s proconsulship in the year 51-52 
A.D. by means of the fact that it de- 
scribes the emperor Claudius as having 
received the acclamatio as imperator the 
twenty-sixth time while referring to 
Gallio as “proconsul.” This confirms 
Luke’s comment that Aquila and Pris- 
cilla had “recently” come from Rome 
after the expulsion of the Jews from 
Rome by Claudius, which we know from 
Suetonius took place in 49 a.p. Paul, 
then, arrived in Corinth some time in 
50 a.p., stayed there for a year and a 
half, and Gallio became proconsul in 
the summer of 51 a.p. Shortly after that 
Paul was accused before him, but the 
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case was dismissed; then, after a little 
while, Paul left, setting sail from Cen- 
chraea. 

As was Paul's custom, he began his 
ministry first in the Jewish synagogue 
and after he was expelled carried on in 
the house of Justus next door. In the 
excavation of one of the streets of Cor- 
inth a lintel of a doorway was found 
bearing a partially destroyed inscrip- 
tion, “Synagogue of the Hebrews.” The 
inscription itself is later than Paul’s 
time, but this much confirmation of the 
presence of a Jewish synagogue within 
the city limits of a Latin colony is very 
interesting. The actual site of the syna- 
gogue to which the inscription belongs 
has not been yet identified, though its 
general location close to the central city 
square is fairly clear. Whether the syna- 
gogue of Paul’s time was in the same 
place is, of course, impossible to decide. 

Paul’s trial before Gallio was vitally 
important. Gallio dismissed the case as 
one concerned only with Jewish and not 
Roman law. In so doing he gave the 
Christian community an important legal 
precedent to prove that its activities 
were not illegal. The situation changed, 
we know, due largely to the capricious 
wickedness of the Emperor Nero. The 
archeologists at Corinth have been al- 
most over-anxious in attempting to iden- 
tify the site of the “judgment seat” 
where Gallio gave his opinion. Several 
earlier suggestions have fallen into dis- 
favor, and now most scholars have ac- 
cepted Professor Oscar Broneer’s con- 
clusion that the bema, or official plat- 
form in the center of the central square 
of Corinth, is the one in question. In 
fact, the Greek Orthodox church has 
held special ceremonies on the spot on 
the feast day of St. Paul (ironically at 
the position where Gallio, not Paul, 
would have stood!). Archeology is not 
as exact a science as many people sup- 
pose, and the identification of this struc- 
ture with that mentioned in Acts is by 
no means certain. There is no doubt 
that it is a bema (the Greek word trans- 
lated “judgment seat”), but it is doubt- 
ful, at least, that routine judicial in- 
quiries were carried on on this particu- 
lar bema, rather than on one of the 
other bemata found in the various ba- 
silicas of the area. On the other hand, in 
favor of the identification there remains 
the curious fact that an early tenth-cen- 
tury Byzantine church built upon it 
seems to indicate that some special sanc- 
tity was attached to the place. But there 
is no evidence of any church earlier than 
this and no record of any tradition link- 
ing this church with the Gallio incident. 

In the course of Paul’s discussion of 
the problem of eating meat offered to 
idols, he advises the Corinthian Chris- 
tians to accept meat offered for sale in 
the “meat market” (I Cor. 10:25, A.V 
“shambles”) without asking any ques- 
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tions for conscience’s sake. As with Gal- 
lio’s tribunal, so with this meat market; 
the archeologists have been over-hasty in 
attempting to identify the very meat 
market meant. One such attempt even 
mentioned “refrigeration” for the meat 
provided by wells in certain shops. Re- 
frigeration there was, but not for meat; 
these shops were taverns, and it was 
wine that was stored in the cool spring 
water! Later, two inscriptions in Latin 
turned up which identified a market 
building and which contained the Latin 
form, “macellum,’ of the Greek word, 
“makellon,” used in the New Testament. 
This proved to be a fish market rather 
than a meat market, however, but its 
general form would be similar, and its 
location is a clue to the location of the 
meat market, which would be probably 
in the same general locality. My own 
guess is that the market north of the 
temple of Apollo is a meat market; a 
small stairway at the rear connects it 
with the temple area behind it and 
could well have served as a passageway 
for delivery of the meat from the sacri- 
ficial animals. This structure consisted 
of an open court surrounded on all sides 
by a portico, behind which were the 
simple, one-roomed shops of individual 
merchants. 

The most interesting’ find at Corinth 
to be related to Paul is an inscription, 
now broken into three pieces, that 
originally formed part of a border of an 
ornamental pavement laid down in the 
square outside the Corinthian theater. 

Earlier publications of this inscrip- 
tion lacked two of the pieces and hence 
have been misleading. The correct 
translation of the Latin inscription is 
now shown to be, “Erastus, in exchange 
for the aedileship, laid this pavement at 
his own expense.” It is possible, too, 
that we have lost a part of the begin- 
ning of the inscription which might 
have supplied us with the other names 
of this Erastus. 

Now in the New Testament there is 
mentioned several times a certain Eras- 
tus, apparently associated, like Timothy 
and Titus, in the work with Paul. Paul 
commends him to the Romans in the 
last chapter of his letter to Rome and 
describes him as “Erastus, the otkono- 
mos [A.V. “chamberlain”] of the city 
[Corinth].” Since the inscription can be 
dated to the last half of the first century 
A.D., it is obviously very tempting to 
identify the Erastus of the inscription 
with the Erastus of the New Testament, 
atid this has been done. But it is im- 
portant for us to realize that this identi- 
fication has been challenged and that 
before we can accept it certain objec- 
tions should be considered. 

The office of aedilis roughly corres- 
ponds to “Commissioner of Public 
Works” and carried considerable distinc- 
tion and was only held by men of high 
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social status. On the other hand the 
term oikonomos, used by Paul, has been 
a puzzle to scholars, since it is not an 
official Greek equivalent of aedilis, or, 
in fact, of any other known Corinthian 
office. Some Hellenistic cities had public 
slaves connected with the treasury of 
the city who were known by this title, 
but no trace of it appears at Corinth. If 
Paul’s friend was an oikonomos in this 
sense, as a slave it is very unlikely that 
he could subsequently have become 
aedilis. 

But the coincidence of names is re- 
markable, and in my opinion it is quite 
possible that the two Erastuses are iden- 
tical. While it is true that oikonomos is 
not an official equivalent of aedilis it is 
a perfectly adequate translation of the 
term in its general meaning of “man- 
ager” or “superintendent.” Luke, writ- 
ing a history, was carefully precise in his 
use of the exact Greek term to describe 
the various officials appearing in his nar- 
rative. There was no need for Paul, 
writing a letter, to be so punctilious. 
Thus it remains perfectly possible that 
the modern visitor to the ruins of Cor- 
inth may tread on a pavement paid for 
by one of Paul’s converts and compan- 
ions. 

These, then, are the archeological 
clues that can be related to the work of 
the great Apostle. Do they add up to 
very much? It might not seem so at first, 
and yet, upon reflection, I feel that 
some important inferences can be drawn 
for the student of the Scriptures even 
from these few details. First of all, we 
have fresh confirmation of the historicity 
of Luke’s account—minor, to be sure, 
but added to all the other “minor” de- 
tails on which Luke has proven to be 
remarkably accurate, lending its weight 
to a conviction of the trustworthiness of 
his narrative. In fact, it is just such 
“minor” details such as these that would 
have exposed and condemned a fraudu- 
lent or negligent historian. Secondly, we 
are provided with a few more teminders 
that the writings of the New Testament 
were concerned with reality; the charac- 
ters we find in its pages were flesh and 
blood people, very much like ourselves. 
The average Corinthian merchant would 
soon be at home with his American busi- 
ness-man counterpart. America has its 
“Sin Cities” only slightly less flagrant 
than Corinth. Practical problems of eat- 
ing and drinking involved genuine ques- 
tions of conscience to Christians then as 
now. Then, as now, Christians were 
called from all levels of society; some, 
even, were politicians. And in times 
such as now, it is salutary to have this 
evidence of one politician, at least, who 
apparently kept his campaign promises 
even after being elected! Since the day 
I saw the evidence carved in the pave- 
ment in Corinth, even lists of names in 
Paul’s letters have come alive for me.

makes us free (John 8:32). In order fully 
to understand verse 18, we need to cast our 
minds back to Peter’s first meeting with 
Christ and our Lord’s comment, “Thou art 
Simon . . . thou shalt be called Cephas, 
which is by interpretation, a stone” (or 
Peter—a rock) (John 1:42). When was this 
change to take place but, as it does in us, 
at the moment of confession and conver- 
sion? So Christ says now to Simon, “And I 
say also unto thee, That thou art Peter [a 
rock], and upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it.” On this verse the Roman 
Catholics partly build their doctrine of the 
one and only true church—an untenable po- 
sition for any Bible student. For to quote 
Dr. Campbell Morgan, “. . . Simon has be- 
come Petros, rock. Then what? Upon this 
rock—not petros, a piece of rock, a frag- 
ment of the rock nature, but Petra. th~ es- 
sential rock—Upon this rock I will build My 
church. Thou art of the rock nature. and 
thou shalt be built upon rock foundation.” 
Throughout the Old Testament (and re- 
member Peter was a Jew) the figurative use 
of rock is always divine and never human. 
To the writer’s mind the most conclusive 
evidence of the accuracy of this interpreta- 
tion and clearest exposition of this passage 
is in Peter’s own words in I Peter 2:4-10. 
Christ’s impregnable Church is built upon 
the lives of those who are in livine union 
with Him, sharing His nature and built 
upon His eternal person. That Church, sub- 
jected through the centuries to oppos‘tion 
and persecution such as has only been 
paralleled by that of the Jews, has tr'umph- 
ed and stands today without material arms 
or closely-meshed organization yet havine 
outlived mighty nations and empires; it is 
the eternal in the midst of time. We. from 
our vantage point nearly 2,000 years later 
can see how fully Christ’s promise has been 
fulfilled; He has built His Church, and the 
gates of hell (the councils or bastions of 
evil) have not been able to prevail against 
it (vs. 18b). To that divinely illumined and 
impregnable Church Christ commits the 
keys of the kingdom, and thus we can with 
the authority of Christ’s word loose on 
earth all those who believe on Him and 
confess Him as Lord and Savior and bind 
on earth those who reject Him (for the 
delegated authority of the church see also 
Matthew 18:18; John 20:23). 


The Great Challenge 


It was hard for Peter at this moment of 

high exaltation to face the inevitability of 
Calvary (vss. 20, 21), and he (alas, so like 
us) presumed to prefer his plan to Christ’s 
revelation, becoming in so doing a stumb- 
ling block (so read “offense” in vs. 23—see 
R.V. etc.). So Peter changes from a rock to 
a stumbling block in the course of a few 
moments; for what is a stumbling block but 
a rock in the wrong place? Out of the will 
of God, out of the line of Calvary, out of 
our willingness to surrender ourselves with- 
out reservation to the absolute Lordship of 
Christ, we Christians, meant to be living 
stones, become stumbling blocks (vss. 24, 
2h\—a plain warning to all. 
SUMMARY “Whom say ye that I 
am?” is the searching question that leaps 
out at us from this passage, but it must not 
be answered carelessly and without regard 
to the cost. The way of Christ is clearly 
given—it is the way of the cross, and the 
eternal consequences of our choice are put 
before us (vss. 25, 27). If we confess Him as 
Lord but shrink from the cross, will not He 
say, “Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things that I say?”

MERGER IN SIGHT 

The long-discussed merger of the In- 
ternational Missionary Committee with 
the World Council of Churches now 
seems likely to be consummated in 1960 
when the WCC holds its Third Assembly 
in Ceylon. 

The decision to proceed with plans 
for the merging of the two groups was 
authorized by the WCC’s Central Com- 
mittee during its meeting in the summer 
at Galyatetoe, Hungary. 

The proposed union has been eyed 
with suspicion by missionary leaders in 
many quarters of the world yet rumor 
has persisted that the merger eventually 
would be effected. 


SURFEITED WITH FILMS 

An official of the National Council 
of Churches said in Los Angeles that 
most children have “long since” be- 
come disillusioned about the entertain- 
ment value of church-produced films. 

The Rev. Alexander B. Ferguson of 
New York, director of films for Na- 
tional Council’s Broadcasting and Film 


Commission, said that the film fare 
offered Sunday school youngsters is 
“meager.” He spoke at an audio-visual 


workshop sponsored by the. National 
Council. 

“Since most children see pictures via 
television and public schools until they 
run out of their ears . . . the use of 
audio-visuals in the church can settle 
down to the task of getting a job done,” 
Mr. Ferguson said.

There are some forty-eight orphan 
homes; there are rebuilt churches, and 
a home for widows of ministers killed 
by the Communists. These things can be 
seen with the eyes. 

The missionary force, throughout the 
seventy years that Christians have been 
in Korea, has been largely Presbyterian 
and Methodist. Northern and Southern 
Presbyterians have accounted for ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the great 
body of Korean Christians, and the 
Methodists for about 20 per cent. There 
have been few divisions until the last 
five or six years. Since the war, a dozen 
smaller societies have come into Korea, 
often causing division. They have come 
in with American missionaries and with 
money. They wanted something to show 
for their presence in the land. They met 
Korean pastors and hired them away 
from their pastorates, not always getting 
men of highest repute. Frequently the 
“problem ministers’”—for they have them 
in Korea also—joined the newer groups, 
and in sc ne cases established new church 
buildings in sight of existing ones, thus 
causing confusion in the minds of the 
great mass of pagan Koreans. If there is 
any place in the world where there 
should be Christian oneness, it is on the 
foreign field among the millions who 
have never heard of Christ. Ultra-hyper- 
super fundamentalists came in from the 
United States and attempted to cause 
division in the Presbyterian church. 
They succeeded in detaching a’ few 
pastors and establishing a new seminary 
in Pusan. They have draw 1 away about 
15 per cent of the mem!e:s of the great 
Presbyterian church. Another 15 per 
cent in the other direction founded a 
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little seminary in Seoul dedicated to a 
form of Christianity that still cannot be 
called modernistic or liberal. The main 
body of the Christian Church in Korea 
is very conservative, with small fringes 
which are either merely conservative or 


ultra-fundamental. The Methodists are . 


largely conservative, with a few liberals. 

The attempt to extend American divi- 
sions into the missionary world is a 
terrible thing. In the conference that 
was held at Taegu a question period was 
held. One of the first questions asked 
concerned the difference between various 
councils of churches in the United States. 
In answer, I spoke on the horror of divi- 
sions where there is no cause for divi- 
sion. 

But back to the Pastors’ Conference 
in Seoul. I noted that 2876 pastors were 
registered. These were from almost all 
denominations, in proportion to their 
presence in Korea, with the exception 
of the ultra-separatists. 

This Korean church has suffered 
martyrdom. Many scores of these minis- 
ters had been in prison for their faith. 
Multitudes of their friends had been 
killed for their faith. It is estimated that 
more than five hundred pastors were put 
to death by the Communists during the 
Korean War. These survivors are well 
aware of the menace that lies north of 
the 38th parallel and know that another 
wave of persecution would certainly roll 
upon them if the American troops were 
withdrawn. The Christians of Korea 
count the cost of following Christ. 

The church has been greatly streng- 
thened becaused of these annual confer- 
ences. Bob Pierce saw the need and 
raised the money for the first conference. 
It was so successful that it became a 
yearly feature, and arrangements are 
already under way for the 1957 confer- 
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A MISSIONARY IN 
AN EARTHQUAKE 


Greece is a predominantly Greek Orthodox 
country with a small Protestant minority 
which seeks to preach the Gospel. To be 
a Protestant in Greece many times means 
persecution and discrimination. It costs 
something to be a born-again believer in 
Greece, but it costs more to serve the Lord. 


In a town called Volos, the 4th largest in 
Greece, there was a terrible earthquake 
which destroyed 80% of the buildings, 
among them houses of the believers, the 
Evangelical Church and the parsoriage. The 
Gospel worker here is Rev. Basil Sakellis, 
supported by the American Mission to 
Greeks. From this missionary, who with his 
wife and two little children is living in a 
room that is ready to fall on them and kill 
them, came the following word after five 
new tremors which they recently experi- 
enced: “If you could only for one moment 
enter into our experience, you would be 
able to understand the pain of our hearts. 
An earthquake is the worst thing that one 
could experience. If you are ill, you know 
what to do; if you are thirsty, you know 
where to go to quench your thirst, but when 
the earth is furiously shaking under your 
feet, and you cannot even stand upright, 
where can you go, how can you support 
yourself? With the help we have received 
from the American Mission to Greeks, you 
have allowed a ray of hope to come to us. 
Rescue us from death. We need shelter. We 
need to move out of the ruins. During one 
of our recent tremors part of the ceiling fell 
on the bed on which-our little boy and girl 
were lying and almost killed them. We 
have been able to build two rooms in an 
earthquakeproof manner, but we need an- 
other $300 for the doors and windows and 
the roof in order to move in.” 


Just think of these servants of Christ in 
the cold of winter. If you were in their 
place you would like someone to come to 
your rescue. Do unto them as you would 
have liked others to do unto you. And from 
Nitsa, the dear wife of this missionary, 
there came the following letter: “It is the 
utter need in which we are found that has 
forced me to write. My husband has no 
shirts to wear. | have been mending what 
he has over and over again, but there is 
nothing much | can do any more. They are 
rags. Could you not please send him some? 
Our need is beyond description. | haven‘t 
been able to buy milk or an egg for my 
children for two months now. | am ashamed 
to write this, but it is the heartbreaking 
need of my children that forces me to do 
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We hope that every reader’s heart will be 
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ence. The team of speakers comprised 
half a dozen men of different denomina- 
tions from the United States, including 
a retired Methodist missionary who 
could speak without translation. One of 
the speakers was a well-known California 
pastor, Richard Halverson. Dick had 
been in Korea before and had written 
of one of the previous conferences: 
“More than 2000 bowed reverently . . . 
more than 2000 pairs of lips moved in 
soft whispers as hungry, burdened, des- 
perate hearts began to pour out their 
supplications to God. As moments passed 
the whisper grew to a roar like the 
sound of a mighty wind rushing through 
a canyon surrounded by granite walls. 
It was like wind from Heaven—loud, but 
not noisy; many voices, but one soul; 
{unorganized}, yet with the harmony of 
a divine orderliness; as more than 2000 
servants of Christ lifted their hearts in 
a mighty wave of praise and petition, 
intercession and thanksgiving. . . . No 
words yet coined will adequately de- 
scribe this revolutionary experience. . . . 
Nothing we had been told about~ this 
tragic little nation with its triumphant 
church of heroic pastors and people 
really prepared us for what we were to 
see and hear and feel in the next 
days... .” 

Down in Taegu, it was in one sense 
more wonderful than in Seoul. The 
country is frequently nearer to God than 
the city. The church floor was covered 
with matting, and the crowds squatted 
in Korean fashion. After a time they 
were asked to stand and sing and move 
forward. The church had been filled be- 
fore, but they moved forward and made 
places for several hundred more. All 
these squatted down and again the 
church seemed full. But a little later 
another song, another rising and mov- 
ing forward, and another inflow of 
several hundred and all sat down again. 
This time there was no doubt of it—the 
room was full. 

I am sorry that they have put pews in 
the churches in Seoul. If the church of 
Korea should lose its power, it will be 
because too many of its sons have come 
to America to study, and then have tried 
to Americanize the Korean church. Let 
this not be considered a criticism of 
some of the mighty souls who have come 
to America for graduate study and who 
have returned to be solid rock pillars 
in their various places. Dr. Pak, presi- 
dent of the great theological seminary 
in Seoul, is one of the great theological 
educators of our day. I had the joy of 
speaking before the hundreds of students 
for an hour each day, followed by an 
hour of questions and answers. 

Some of the country pastors could not 
tolerate sitting in pews. They had never 
sat in chairs in their life, and they 
couldn’t begin now. It was humorous to 
see quite a few stand in the middle of 


a sermon, step up onto the pew, then 
tuck their feet under them and squat 
down. One of the most important lessons 
for the missionary force of the world 
today is that the national church must 
not become Americanized. Each culture 
must create its own forms. Paul and the 
disciples would not recognize our church 
services, and there is no reason for us 
to force emerging churches to adopt our 
formalized ways. With such formalization 
the power of the church will disappear. 
It will become institutionalized as in 
America and will be a thing of statistics 
and services instead of the thing of 
power that it could be if loosed and 
allowed to move in the freedom of the 
Spirit. 

Another line from Dick Halverson ex- 
presses the feeling that we all had while 
ministering to these people. “How pre- 
sumptuous it seemed that we who knew 
so little of the suffering these men had 
undergone had been sent by God to bless 
their lives. Of course it drove us to Him 
in the knowledge that we really had 
nothing to offer. It required Divine re- 
sources to meet the needs of the pastors, 
and in this assurance and confidence we 
entered upon the retreat.” 

Korea, it has been said, is the only 
place in the world where an entire na- 
tion is aroused in the morning by the 
sound of Protestant church bells. Be- 
fore sunrise the bells begin to ring, and 
several hundred thousand people move 
through the darkness to start the day 
with prayer through the Lord Jesus 
Christ to our God and Father. This 
practice continues 365 days in the year. 
The churches of Seoul were filled each 
morning for these early prayer meetings. 
The school meetings began shortly after 
eight o'clock, the main meetings for 
the pastors at ten. These morning meet- 
ings lasted until shortly after noon. My 
own part at these morning classes was 
to speak to the pastors on the cults that 
are beginning to penetrate Korea. They 
wanted to know about Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses and the Roman Catholic doctrines, 
about those who deny inspiration and 
those who wish to speak in tongues. The 
questions came from the leaders of the 
church on behalf of the entire body. In 
the evenings I gave a series of devotional 
Bible studies. The other men of the 
team had similar opportunities. We were 
told that there was great spiritual bless- 
ing professed among the ministers. 
Surely this annual ministerial conference 
is an important work, and Bob Pierce 
has done a great thing in establishing it. 
Similar conferences are now held in 
Formosa, the Philippines, and Hong 
Kong. The circuit will be extended. 

Our visit to Seoul made it possible for 
us to see other works of great value. 
Allen Clark is a Presbyterian missionary 
now in charge of the literature program 
for the Korean Council of Churches. He 
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. has done a wonderful job, in view of his 


limited budget, and we hope to increase 
his usefulness by giving him more to 
work with. If you read criticism of him 
or of the Korean Council of Churches, 
you may know that those who circulate 
such untruths are at best deceived, and 
at less than the best, are interested in 
deceiving in order to build up their own 
work. It is unfortunate that such things 
occur in Christian work, but they do. 

The same is true in connection with 
radio work in Korea. A fine radio station 
in Seoul has been operating for more 
than two years. It broadcasts in Korean 
and reaches beyond the 38th parallel. It 
was started by Otto De Camp, a lifelong 
friend of mine from California days. 
Almost all Korea goes to bed shortly 
after sunset, so the daytime is best for 
broadcasting. Station HLKY, the Radio 
Voice of Christian Korea, is on the air 
through the day and on into the early 
evening. Refugees from the North tell 
how it is listened to above the 38th 
parallel. Interspersed with classical 
music, lessons in English, and news re- 
ports, gospel programs go out at frequent 
intervals. The station is as effective as 
can be in the Orient where radio sets are 
small, weak, and adapted to catch only 
two or three wavelengths. I tell you this 
because some people have tried to knife 
this station, accusing it falsely because it 
is connected with missions of the larger 
denominations. 

After the war, missionaries of various 
faith groups entered Korea. There had 
been few such groups before the war, 
and those who came in were often in- 
experienced, but they are finding their 
way. I was delighted to learn that the 
executive committee of TEAM (The 
Evangelical Alliance Mission), composed 
of missionaries from many different de- 
nominations, decided last summer that 
their policy would be to work in har- 
mony with the existing churches and to 
send their converts into congregations 
that were already established. Wherever 
they might establish a congregation in 
a village that had no church, they would 
give that congregation latitude to affili- 
ate or not, as they chose. They are to be 
commended for this enlightened policy. 

The organization of TEAM is such 
that it is possible for individuals to 
carry on separate works within its gen- 
eral framework. Thus a group has 
gathered large amounts of money to 
build a new radio station on the coast 
of the China Sea at Inchon. 

I visited the station, which thus far 
has not been on the air. Actual broad- 
casting is being delayed until generators 
can be obtained that will permit the 
Station to operate on electricity pro- 
duced at the site instead of using Korean 
government power. 

The organizers of the radio effort at 
Inchon have indicated in their poster 
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publicity that their station will be em- 
ployed as a base for evangelizing Japan, 
Formosa, China, and even Mongolia. 

It must be said, however, that there 
are quite a number of people proficient 
in radio matters who question the ad- 
visability of setting up such a station. A 
look at the map will show you that the 
Philippines are much closer to Formosa 
than is Korea. Yet the Far East Broad- 
casting Company, with its excellent radio 
facilities at Manila, cannot penetrate 
Formosa because of the mountains and 
are buying time on Formosa stations to 
reach that island. 

Other experts pointed out that even 
if a long-wave broadcast from Korea did 
reach China, it was most probable that 
the Chinese Reds do not permit the 
ownership of receiving sets except those 
set up specifically for receiving two or 
three wavelengths occupied exclusively 
by the Communist Chinese government. 

It would be a good idea if a non- 
partisan, technically qualified investiga- 
tion could be made of this controversial 
project and thus settle the matter in the 
interest of the cause of Christ. 

There are so many great works being 
done in Korea. I have spoken of the 
Voelkels, of Allen Clark and his publish- 
ing, of Otto DeCamp and his radio work. 
Time would fail to tell of them all—the 
wonderful work being done by Archi- 
bald Campbell in his college at Taegu; 
the splendid hospital directed by Ken 
Scott in the same city; the main theo- 
logical seminary of which Dr. Pak is 
president; the work among amputees by 
R. A. Torrey, Jr., himself an amputee; 
the Kinslers, the Adams of the Presby- 
terians and the Kilbournes of the 
Oriental Missionary Society. I know I 
have missed some, for it is impossible 
to mention them all. But as you pray be 
sure to add: “Lord, bless Korea and the 
suffering Church, and all the faithful 
witnesses out there who proclaim the 
truth and who love people—orphans, 
lepers, and all others—in the name of the 
Lord Jesus.”

Yellowstone Park. Numerous calcium 
deposits have formed weird-shaped little 
pools and waterfalls surrounded by beds 
of beautiful wild flowers and shrubs. 
Very few people have ever penetrated 
into this area or seen these lakes, and 
no maps of the country—until the recent 
United Nations survey map—even noted 
their existence. 

As we journeyed in this land, biblical 
scenes and references were constantly 
brought to our attention. Here are 
scribes waiting in every market place to 
read and write letters for the numerous 
unlettered folk. Here the men carry lit- 
tle mirrors with which to admire them- 
selves, and they make elaborate gestures 
of greeting when they meet—looking not 
at each other but round about them “to 
be seen of men.” There are numerous 
examples of “the eye of the needle”— 
small doors in city gates for pedestrian 
use only. Here the threshing is still done 
by oxen, and we saw a “donkey. and an 
ox unequally yoked together” and oxen 
muzzled when threshing, which Jewish 
Law forbade. Wheat is still tossed into 
the air so that it can be separated from 
the chaff. 

Afghanistan is just beginning to feel 
the effects of western ideas and indus- 
trial developments. The United Nations, 
United States, German, and Russian aid 
are transforming a centuries-old, primi- 
tive civilization into a relatively mod- 
ern nation. Afghan people are friendly 
and eager to develop their country. 
Their government has done a lot al- 
ready to help the masses of desperately 
poor peasants and shepherds. Projects to 
introduce scientific silk culture, farm- 
ing, irrigation dams and canals are all 
under way. The spirit of change and 
progress is in the air. 

To this land has come an increasing 
number of foreigners who are interested 
in the social, educational, and economic 
development of the country. Until re- 
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cently this group was deprived of all 
spiritual assistance by any ordained 
Christian clergyman. But “God moves in 
His mysterious way.” He laid it’ upon 
the heart of a young boy while still at 
Lawrenceville School in New Jersey 
over twenty years ago to come to this 
land and make Afghanistan the center 
of his life’s work. Dr. J. Christy Wilson 
Jr. is the son of an American Presby- 
terian family who were missionaries in 
Iran. He is a Princeton Seminary- 
trained student who came to Kabul 
over five years ago with his young Ca- 
nadian_ bride. 

He first came as a teacher of English 
employed by the Afghan Government 
at Habibia College (the high school) of 
Kabul. In his spare time he gave what 
Christian instruction and assistance he 
could to the colony of American and 
European diplomatic and business resi- 
uents. His effectiveness from the start 
was greatly strengthened by his knowl- 
edge of “Pharse,” the native language 
which he had soon mastered, and by his 
patient and consuming interest in peo- 
ple, rich or poor, which soon made him 
a peacemaker between foreigners and 
their Afghan servants when misunder- 
standings arose. Through his work in 
the college and in special teaching con- 
nected with the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs, an everwidening circle of influen- 
tial acquaintances in the government 
and business community has developed. 

He has helped to direct or sponsor 
more than one hundred Afghan students 
who have come to American schools and 
colleges. He slowly assembled a Chris- 
tian group centering in his home and 
then began to conduct regular church 
and Sunday School services. Now he has 
gathered a lively group of over fifty de- 
voted Christian men and women who 
make up the “Community Christian 
Church of Kabul,” and who help him 
conduct Bible classes and prayer meet- 
ings as well as regular Sunday services. 

He felt guided by God to refuse a re- 
appointment to the college staff this 
year, and asked the Government for per- 
mission to remain in Kabul as a Chris- 
tian advisor to the outsiders. This step 
of faith was a hard one to take when 
there seemed to be no visible means of 
support in sight for himself and his fam- 
ily, which now includes three small chil- 
dren. All requests of such nature in the 
past had always been flatly refused by 
Afghan authorities, but Dr. Wilson was 
given permission to remain and lead the 
activities of the Christian congregation 
he had formed. 

It was our privilege to stay with him 
and to attend some of his services this 
past summer. On one Sunday afternoon 
last July more than fifty young and old 
worshippers were gathered together. 
Mothers brought their tiny babies and 
laid them on the guest-room beds, while 
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those six months old and over were 
wheeled by fathers into the adjoining 
bedroom and parked in rows in charge of 
volunteers. Four-to-ten-year-olds and 
young teen-agers had Sunday School, 
while their parents attended church 
service. 

The day began at 3 p.m. with an 
adult Bible Class led by one of the lay- 
men. At four o’clock the main worship 
was conducted. It was heartening to wit- 


ness the Spirit of God moving among 
these American and European business 
men, engineers, scientists, teachers, and 
diplomatic people. Truly God is at work 
in this country. In a land where by law 
and tradition an “unbeliever” is des- 
pised, and by religious sanction is liable 
to violence and even death, it is an act 
of real faith and courage for Dr. Wilson 
and his family to make this their per- 
manent home. 


It is comforting to know that God has 


provided a way to take care of His own 


in this changing civilization. And the 
Afghan Government should be compli- 
mented for permitting this worship, 
thus carrying out the spirit of the United 
Nations Charter agreement. Pray .that 
He may move men’s hearts to hear and 
consider His Word, and that faith may 
be sustained and strengthened in this 
remote land.

It was after that that he was granted 
his first audience with the prophet. And 
it was to him that he confessed that he 
had learned the blessed fact “that there 
is no God in all the earth, but in Is- 
rael.” Considering the wretched estate 
of the nation of Israel at that time, that 
was a most remarkable statement for 
Naaman to make. Previously, anything 
that belonged to Damascus was bound 
to be better than anything that pertain- 
ed to Israel. Now, not even its gods 
count for anything. 

But it is one thing to know-that there 
is no God but in Israel; it is quite an- 
other to know who and what He is. Un- 
like the gods of the heathen, He does 
not sell His gifts for money. Naaman 
had to learn that he could not pay for 
his cleansing with Syrian cash. Like 
every good gift and every perfect gift, 
this is from above and cometh down 
from the Father of lights, with whom is 
no variableness, neither shadow of 
turning. And His gifts are without mon- 
ey and without price. In the spirit of 
that Elisha could refuse all the offers of 
Naaman. 

Apparently no one thought of reward- 
ing the little maid who was instrumental 
in bringing about this happy issue. If 
any one deserved a reward it was she, 
but she seems to have been quite for- 
gotten. However, there is One who does 
not forget. She had done what she 
could. Though nothing but a displaced 


person, she became a real missionary 
who did not consider her displacement 
a calamity but an opportunity. Doubt- 
less she was as truly chosen of God for 
this task as if she had gone through all 
of the processing and commissioning 
which we practice today. Her divinely 
chosen field was the home of a man who 
had invaded her home and caused her 
to be carried away captive. But right 
there she became a voice for God. She 
had no “big name.” In fact, she had no 
name so far as the record goes. The one 
thing that qualified her to serve the 
Lord in bringing this great Syrian gen- 
eral to the Lord was her longing to see 
another blessed through the ministry of 
the preacher in her homeland, “the 
prophet that is in Samaria.” Thus did 
she eliminate herself, but we recognize 
her as one of the weak things that God 
chooses and uses to confound the 
things that are mighty so that he that 
glorieth may glory in the Lord and not 
in himself. 

We may only imagine the joy that 
must have been hers when she saw her 
master return a new man in more ways 
than one. But the day of her formal 
recognition and reward is yet to come 
when He comes whose reward is with 
Him “to give every man according as 
his work shall be” (Rev. 22:12).

time? Were they angry?” the people 
asked. The translation was accurate 
enough as far as the words were con- 
cerned, but the translator had failed to 
take into consideration the “honorific” 
language forms of Kusaie, forms which 
are an essential part of the grammar of 
polite speech. 
Translating Word for Word 

There is nothing more false than for 
one to think that it is possible to trans- 
late effectively the meaning in one lan- 
guage by reproducing the form of ex- 
pression word for word. This is almost 
always fatal. For example, it is all right 
for us to talk about “a hard-hearted 
person,” and we know precisely what we 
mean. But in the Shilluk language of 
the Sudan “a hard-hearted man” is not 
a mean, stingy man, but a brave, cour- 
ageous one. Similarly, if one is to render 
the Semitic idiom “blessing I will bless, 
and multiplying I will multiply” (He- 
brews 6:14) by reproducing the “me- 
chanical” equivalents of these words in 
some other language, he may discover, 
as one missionary in Central Africa did, 
that the people understand such a sen- 
tence to mean, “If you bless me, I will 
bless you, and if you multiply me, I will 
multiply you”—a far cry from the cer- 
tainty of the blessing, as expressed in 
the Hebrew construction. 

One of our difficulties is the assump- 
tion that idioms intelligible to us will 
inevitably be meaningful to others, but 
more often than not we will find our- 
selves entirely wrong. For example, in 
the Cuicatec language of Mexico “living 
water” means unboiled water. To have 
Jesus declare that he would give the 
woman of Sychar “unboiled water” 
would result in the passage’s completely 
losing its significance. 

Throughout the centuries Bible trans- 
lators have , struggled with just such 
types of problems. This was particularly 
true at the time of the Reformation 
when Christian scholars were making 
every effort to reveal to men and women 
the truth of God’s redeeming grace as 
revealed in the Scriptures. Erasmus, one 
of the. foremost scholars of the period, 
wrote, “Language consists of two parts, 
namely, words and meanings, which are 
like body and soul. If both of them can 
be rendered, I do not object to word- 
for-word translation. If they cannot, it 
would be preposterous for a translator 
to keep the words and to deviate from 
the meaning.” It is this fundamental 
truth as propounded by Erasmus that 
some people have overlooked. Accord- 
ingly, they object to translations which 
employ “tender compassion” instead of 
“bowels of mercy,” even though the 
former phrase much more adequately 
conveys the meaning of the biblical id- 
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iom. Actually, of course these persons 
are not fully consistent; for if they were 
they would insist that in the Old Testa- 
ment we should have such phrases as, 
“He was a son of 120 years,” since that 
is precisely how in Hebrew one says that 
a person was “120 years old.” At the 
same time, of course, some literal trans- 
lations prevail because people do not 
understand the meanings of the words. 
For example, some persons seem quite 
content to speak of loving the Lord with 
the “reins and the heart,” but they 
would never speak of loving the Lord 
with the “kidneys and the heart.” The 
reason they can use the word “reins” is 
that they do not know that it means 
“kidneys.” 

The Bible translator is obliged to 
idopt as a fundamental principle that the 
translation must make sense. Otherwise, 
the so-called translation is really not a 
translation at all, for it does not commu- 
nicate the message. Certainly a string of 
words which makes unintelligible what 
is clearly understood in the original can 
scarcely be called a translation. 

New Attitude toward Translating 

Research in the fields of psychology, 
linguistics, anthropology, and_ biblical 
languages have all contributed toward a 
new concept of translating, but perhaps 
the most effective stimulus to our re- 
thinking of the meaning of translating 
came during World War II. At first, offi- 
cers responsible for translating for the 
armed forces insisted that any transla- 
tion must be such that it could be clear- 
ly understood. But this proved not to 
be enough. It was necessary to revise the 
principle and insist that the translation 
be such that it could not be misunder- 
stood. When the lives of thousands of 
men depended upon clear, accurate, and 
unmistakable translating, there was no 
room for academic questions about tra- 
ditional viewpoints. 

But what about the missionary trans- 
lator? The eternal destinies of hundreds 
of thousands are dependent upon un- 
mistakable clarity in translating. The 
Bible translator must render the mes- 
sage of the Scriptures in such a way that 
men cannot misunderstand what God in 
His grace has done for them. 

Such translating will inevitably involve 
certain adaptations. For example, in the 
Chol language of Mexico “innocent 
blood” (Matt. 27:4) must be rendered as 
“innocent person.” In the Chol language 
it is simply impossible to talk about 
“blood” being innocent. Only a person 
may be innocent. Likewise, in the Nav- 
ajo New Testament, “every tongue. . .” 
(Phil. 2:11) must be, “all people will 
confess Jesus Christ is Lord.” 

Such’ renderings must not, however, 
be regarded as radical or heretical. Our 
English Scriptures are full of such adap- 
tations—necessary modifications from lit- 
eral renderings so that we may ourselves 
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understand the Word of God. For exam- 
ple, in Genesis 3:8 the Hebrew text says 
“at the wind of the day,” but the mean- 
ing is of course “at the cool of the day,” 
for it was after sundown that the cool eve- 
ning breezes refreshed the hot, dry land. 

Translation of Spiritual Terms 

Many persons recognize the necessity 
of making some adaptations of highly 
complex idioms, for example, in chang- 
ing “heaped coals of fire on his head” 
to some phrase meaning “to make a 
person ashamed.” However, they are 
reluctant to modify words which seem 
to be special “spiritual” terms. There is, 
of course, some valid justification for 
such an attitude, but the same princi- 
ples of communication hold good for all 
types of words. In the Kirundi language 
of Ruanda-Urundi it would have been 
possible to render literally the Greek 
word metanoeo, meaning “to change 
the mind,” but more often translated as 
“to repent.” But in Kirundi a literal 
translation of the Greek would have re- 
ferred to “fickleness,” not to repentance. 

On the other hand, in the translating 
of spiritual terms there is always the 
possibility that the meaning as express- 
ed by some indigenous idiom may be 
even more meaningful than in our own 
language. In the Tzeltal language of 
Mexico the phrase used to translate “re- 
pent” means literally “to cause one’s 
heart to return because of sin.” Here is 
the picture of the prodigal, at last aware 
of his sin. But rather than languish in 
the throes of morbid regret, he is re- 
turning to his father. In the Chontal 
language of Tabasco, in southern Mexi- 
co, this role of the repentant prodigal is 
expressed vividly in the phrase “to 
change one’s road.” The repentant per- 
son does more than experience a mild 
contrition of conscience. Godly repent- 
ance leads to a new way of life. 

In the Balinese language of Indonesia 
“repentance” is translated by a phrase 
meaning “to put on a new mind” (as 
one puts on a new garment). Once 


clothed with a new mind, life is trans- 1 


formed. Accordingly, in Balinese “con- 
version” is “to put on a new life”—the 
spiritual consequence of true repent- 
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ance. In the Dinka language of the Su- 

dan this same contrast between repent- 

ance and conversion is expressed first as 

“to turn the heart” (repentance) and 

“to turn one’s self” (conversion). 
Worship 

There are few terms more difficult to 
render adequately than “worship.” So 
often one finds only some expression 
that means “to prostrate before an idol,” 
or “to repeat incantations” or “to act 
out ritual”—the content of so much that 
passes for worship. 

In Cuicatec, the same root that means 
“to wag the tail,” when occurring with 
a suffix designating an animal, is a vivid 
translation of “worship” when suffixed 
by an article identifying a person. Liter- 
ally, one might say that worshipping 
God means “to wag one’s tail before 
God.” Some persons have thought that 
this was an utterly improper way of de- 
scribing worship, and yet there is many 
a person who claims to worship God but 
who fails to exhibit the same kind of un- 
wavering devotion that a dog gives to 
his master. In the Loma language of 
Liberia worship is described as “to drop 
oneself under His foot.” To the Loma 
people this is the highest degree of re- 
spect, honor, and devotion. In Kpelle, 
a nearby language in Liberia, worship 
is “to raise up praise to God”—reverence 


in action. The Kekchi people of Guate- 


mala similarly worship God in the sense 
of “honoring” Him, while the Tzotziles, 
a related Mayan tribe in southern Mexi- 
co, speak of worship as “joining oneself 
to God.” There is a very real sense in 
which every worshipper joins himself to 
God in the richest of all communions. 
Peace 

Few societies in the world’s history 
have been so concerned with peace— 
political and psychological—as our own. 
Unfortunately, some people have con- 
fused mere “peace of mind” with the 
“peace of God,” for the two can be de- 
ceptively similar. Perhaps, however, we 
can appreciate some of our own mis- 
guided emphases better if we glance 
briefly at the ways in which other peo- 
ple have described this peace that is the 
heritage of faith in a sovereign God. 
The Bolivian Quechua Indians describe 
peace as “to sit down in one’s heart.” 
Instead of running around in the midst 
of the constant anxieties of life, the 
Christian may sit down in his heart. 
The Chol Indians of Mexico describe 
such peace as “a quiet heart,” but the 
Kekchi Indians of Guatemala insist that 
peace is more than quietness. They de- 
scribe it as a “quiet goodness.” In this, 
they are entirely right, for peace is not 
passivity but creative tranquility. 

In the Zacapoaxtla dialect of Aztec, 
spoken in the sierras to the east of Mex- 
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ico City, peace is “completeness’’—an- 
other essential ingredient in the spirit- 
ual experience of peace. Our fragment- 
ized incompleteness is what leads so 
many people to despair, but God 
through His Spirit grants to men com- 
pleteness through Christ. 

For the Baouli people of West Africa, 
however, peace is not spoken of as mere 
quietness or rest. For them peace is 
“having a song in the body.” It is not 
difficult to understand, for people whose 
joy and contentment finds such ready 
expression in singing, the peace of God 
becomes ‘“‘a song in the body.” It need 
not be sung, but it is there, the symbol 
of man’s peace with God. 

The Message that Opens the Heart 

The translation of the Scriptures lies 
at the very heart of our incarnational 
faith, God, who desired to reveal 
Himself to man, chose to do so by word 
and by life. The meaning of Him who 
is Life must now be carried to men by 
means of human words. It is this mes- 
sage, witnessed to by prophets and 
apostles, which the Church must com- 
municate to all men everywhere. How- 
ever, this communication must itself be 
by means of words and life, for there is 
an indissoluble link in the economy of 
God between the Word and the witness, 
the message and the messenger. 

For years one of the chiefs in the San 
Blas Islands off the coast of Panama, 
had violently resisted all attempts of 
missionaries to land on the island and 
to proclaim the message of Good News. 
Some months before, Claudio Iglesias, 
himself a San Blas Indian and now a 
missionary to his people, had been 
driven away and threatened with dire 
curses. At last, however, a call came 
from the chief, for several of the import- 
ant men of the island were sick, and 
Claudio was urgently requested to come 
with medicines. This he did, but he took 
along with him four schoolboys, who 
carried copies of a recently published 
Gospel of Mark in the San Blas lan- 
guage. While Claudio went to visit the 
sick, the schoolboys scattered through 
the tiny island and began to read the 
books to eager groups of people who 
gathered to listen. The chief himself al- 
so stopped to take in what was being 
said. At last, Claudio had finished his 
rounds, dispensed the medicine, and was 
ready to leave when the chief asked, “Is 
this that the boys have been reading 
what you teach in the Church on the is- 
land of Ailigandi?” When the chief had 
been assured that this was truly the 
Good News which Claudio had sought 
to bring to them before, he replied, 
“Then be sure to bring us the books 
and read whenever you can. This is the 
message we have needed to hear.” 

This is the Good News, which must 
be proclaimed in unmistakable clarity 
to all men everywhere.
